MARCH. 

TTie wnfhf'r, during the greater iioriioii of this month, is just pleasantly waring at 
IfaH (o old ludiaos, towards thi: latter jmrt of it however the heat hceomes occasioaall/ 
•jjpreftsivc even to them. 

The thermomtter rangirs in the shade fniin OS'iu the mornilig to 82 in the nflemoon. 

Various operations of husbandry, genernlty eommente this month, so soon os tha 
ground IS moistened by r;un, this however sometimes hKi>)>cns at the latter end of Fo- 
hrunrv, and then tl is o< CHsioned by aniumsual quantity of rain. 

The meat inaiket continues good 

Fisli to be had inr abundaace, and the market has the addition of the gooteah, a small 
Sind welt davored fish. 

Green peas and turnip.s disappear this month, sallad, cabbages, carrots and celery 
arc on the d(;i line, bat asimcagus and potatoes con'.muc excellent green mangoes anil 
uni iiie footec are to be had, also omrah, green.s, Hiid-w aicr cresses. 

Fruit is al.s.> plciittiul—large w'ater melons appear about the middle of the present 
month, and continue ill perfection till the iniddie of June. 

The North-woBtors with thunder and .lightning, and rain,, generally appear towards 
the end of this month.

The beginiung ot this month is somellmi'S plcasvit, oirtioiilariy it (he North-wester* 
arc frequent, hut the middle and latter part are iiiagrecAhlei i tlic extreme, it is one of 
the worst montlis in tlie year. 

The Thei niometer ranges in the shade from SO in .the moruiug to 92 ia the aflernoon> 
but when cxtiosed to the sun, it rises to lift. 

The wind blows from the south, and is very strong throughout the month; and when 
the wind IS hot from ttic .ihseiu f ol rain, it ticcomes oppressive Tlus state of the weather 
is very unfavorable to v cg< laliun 

Tlir^orih-westcrs are at'times, attended wiUi dreadful storms of thunder and light- 
ntng, during uineb l•'llll a-id liuil (all in (oircnts Ibese storms stPaetimes occasion mui hi 
damage The Noi (lew esters continue at intervals till the begmoing, and sometimes till 
the middle of Aliiy 

Tins is an unfavorable season for meat, which begins to be flabby and poor, the fat 
spungy mid yellow • 

The tisli niarket bus the r Idition of the mangoe flsli, so called from its annual visit 
to all (he Bi ngal rivers, at tlus (the maneoe) season, lo spawn, it appears as soon as the 
maiigoe is foiined on the tree, and dis-qipcurs at the close ol the sciuioii, that is about the 
middle of Julv This tisli, ha.spcrhnp.s, tlu most agreeable flavor of any in the world; 
and is sought after, (bv natives us well as Kuro)ieuns) that, although nut so large as a 
* middle s)/.ed whiting, (licj ai*c sold at the beginning of the inuntii, at from 2 to t Kiipccs 
the score Before the end of Muj , as they become pleiititul they are sold at one Rupee 
(he seore: end in June, twu4o thiee score may be had for a Rupee Tlie fish inaikel has 
also the addition ofthetarp. inhagoor 

Potatoes, asparagus, oKioiis, cucumbers and a -few cabbage sprouts are the only vege¬ 
tables to be prot nred. 

Water melons and musk melons are in great perfection —there is not much fruii 
now to be had in the market. Green mangoes iui pickling, and coruida for tarts are in 
great abundance. 


MAV. 

Tlie present is runsiilered a very bad month, the weather being parching hot, with* 
no rain 

The I her niometer ranges in the shade, on a medium, from 85 in the morning to 98 in 
the attemoou. if exposed to the full iiillui^nce of tliu suubeains, it will rise to 130 
and sometuuea lugtii.r.

JUNE. 


The periodical rains set in about the mid 11' of this month Itefroshing showera 
fhll occasionally, which cool the air and encouripre vegetation. 

'Ilie thermometer during the flrst half of this month, frennentiy risen to O'), in the 
shade, at noon, but in general tue rains, which commence aliout the 15th keep the tem- 
peraiure much below this 

The weather Ihroughont the whole of tins month, is pleasont or oppr»'ssive, accord¬ 
ing to tlic <i«outitv of rain which falls, if the weath*rbo dry tlie h‘’»if is scareely beara¬ 
ble; it is generally very close; not a breath of air from any t|uarter, but when the rains- 
fall, ill • temperature is nol disagreeaide. 

Meat, as must be expe' ted, is now very indifferent ^

Ti e thermcmeter ranges in the shade from SO in the morning to 89 in the nflernoon. 

The showery weather ot the present aud preceding mouth is productive of the most 
bcnrfliial efleets to the gram. 

Meal contiiines Iran and poor 

Tlie flsh market eontmuBS good. The mooiyce, the rowe, the ciitlah, the quoye, the 
■owlo, the mliagoor, the cliingive, the tarigr.ih, and the cimnnah, are proeurahle in tli a 
mouth, aud indeed all the year round. The Jnlsa (or sable) flsb now makes its appearanee. 
This fish 18 delicious, eillvr boiled, baked, or fried but it is generally considered veiy 
unvvholesnne The nativt's devour It in such quantities, as to occasion great mortality 
among tle'in. The Ash, on being cured with tamarinds, ionns a good ■niMtitate for iMr- 
rings.—^It is then kuowu by the appellation of the tamaruid Ash.

Y mag lettuces, cucumbers and sweet potatoes are now pro¬ 
curable ; also the cumrunga and carhida. 

AUGUST. 

In the present month also there is abundance of rainthe weather continues mneb 
tlie same as Inst—this and the pi\ ceding month arc remarkable for hcasy ftills of rain, 
being the wettest in (he whole year. 

The thermometer ranges in th" shade from 80 in the morning to !W in the afternoon. 

Light and variable winds and cloudy weather, with .smart and light ruin, prevail at 
the beginning of the month , the middle is sometimes fair, mild, cool, ntld pleasant the 
remainder viiri.-ilde, ulleudcd, at times, with strong winds and heavy rain.

SEPTEMBER. 

The rains subside considerably during Hiis month. 

The wind eontimics light and variable, altuudcd with oceftsional cloudy weathcr- 
Tlie liays are sometimes fair, mild, and bright,—and the temperature agreeable. 

The Therinometer range| from 78 in the muruing to 85 in the afternoon. 

The meat market is inucli tjie siune as in last month. . 

TNie uSh marl^t experiences but slight iniprovement j for althongb there is abundanre 
offish, yet it is not always firm and good, except the beckly, which becomes larger and 
better flavored, The following air hUo in the mark.e.t—the bliohih, dcssj taugruh, konteb, 
libengirs, guugtorah, kowell. tooiitue, pyrah ehoiidati, and the shell fish, body© chiiiggry 

Vegetables very indiflereiii, potatoes not eatable,—^yaiii.s come in season about this 

In the fruit market, small oranges make their appearance, but very acid. Custard- 
apples, pine apples, guavas, and imiuplciiusc continue in season. 

OCTOBER. 

The first half of thi.s month, generally yii Ids a good supply of rain, and inirodnceii 
the 1 O'vcrliil iuftjeace of a sceoud spring season upon nil vegetating bodies. 

The i-uiny .season break.s up generally between the Ifllh and 20th of this month , some, 
fimes, however, it eontimies a little loiigei, but flics is seldom the case, the concluding 
showers an* freqiieiitlv heavy, continuing from 6 to 24 hours, incessantly , after which 
the weiilhi r bei omes ih'r, calm, uiid settled. 

ITie thermoincter ranges in the siiade from 75 in tlie morning to 80 in the afternoon. 

The winds arc in general light and variable during the monlli, veering flrom south to- 
14. W thence to north and "N. E. 

Tlie monsoon changes about the 21si of this moBth—after which, light breoses set ia 
^nm. the north and aorth.eas(.

N'lthinc cun be more favorable than 
this season for the renovation of the health of the valetudinarian, after having eipcri- 
enced the dehil.tnting effects of the hot weather. 

Light northerly winds prevail this month

The seeds committed to the soil during the last and present month start into life, 
with a vigour unknown to other climes 

The meat market looks wholesome, beef, mutton, veal, pork and poultry, become

RAJAH OF GWALIOR. 

His Highness, Maharajah Janko Rao Scindia, Rajah of Gwalior, 
Succeeded to the Scindia Government on tiie 18th June, 1827, is 
now fourteen years of age; was elected by Baiza Bai, tlie widow of 
DowlktRao Scindia; the nephew ol Mauhajbb Sciiulia, the son 
of Ra nojfe Scindia, 

The family of Scindia are Sudras, of the tribe of Kumbbee, or cul¬ 
tivators. Rauojse was employed by Peishwa Bajerow^as (lie bearer of 
his slippers, from which sitnatinnhe rose to eminence; and when Baje- 
row succeecled Ins father, Biswaiiatli Roxv, in the office of Peishwa, in 
May, 17*20; came into iVlalwa in 1731; Ranojee was a Marbatta chief¬ 
tain of the first rank. So that the Sovereign authority of the Scindia 
family cannot have existed more than between a hundred and one hun¬ 
dred and ton years.

The following copy of a proposed Regulation, read in Council 
for the first lime on the I3tit of May, is published for general 
ii^otmation. 

A Hegulation for' altering the weight of the new Furruckabnd 
Rupee and for assimilating it to the Furruckabad Rupee coined 
at the Saugor Mint and to the legal currency of the Madras and 
Bombay Presidencies : for adjusting the weight of the Calcutta 
Sicca Rupee ; and for fixing a Standard Unit of weight for India. 

By Resolution of the Governor (ieneral in 

t'reamo e. Council, dated the lOth of September 1824, the 
Furruckabad Rupee was ordered to be coined of 180 Grains, 165 
fine and 15 alloy, and was declared the legal currency of the 
Saugor and Nerbuddah Territories; and all coinages of that Ru- 

f >ee have been struck at the Saugor Mint since the above Keso- 
ution was passed of^j^e Weight and Standard therein specified. 
At the same time the Furruckabad Rupees issued from the otlier 
Mints of tlie Honorable Company have been coined to correspond 
with the Standard desciibed in the 6lU Section of Regulation XI. 
1819 : so that at the present moment the Furruckabad Rupees 
fabricated at the Mints of Saugor and Calcutta respectively, 
differ, though in a ve^ slight degree, froip each other in weight

Remarks on the Coins of Bombay, 

SiLVBR.—The old Bombay Rupee is the same fis wai coined 
at SRr'at under the Mogul Government. It weighed 178.314 grainsi 
and contained 1.24 per Cent, of alloy. By an ancient agreement 
with the Nabob of Mjrat, the Rupee of both Govemmenta was to 
circulate through both at an equal value; tvhile they mutually 
pledged themselves to keep up the Coin to its exact standard of 
weight and fineness. The Nabob, however, did not keep to this 
agreement; for bis Rupees were found soon afterwards to contain, 
instead of 1.24 per Cent, of alloy, no less than 10 19, and even 15 
per Cent. The consequence of this was, that ail the Bombay Ru¬ 
pees were carried to Surat to be recoined. This mint was entire¬ 
ly stopped in its silver coinage for more than twenty, yaa^s, and 
the circulation of silver w-is occupied by the Surat Rupee.. 

' In this situaton of things the merchants could pot a^^rd to 
coin their bullion here, and therefore Bombay was foliig, Witbout a 
aitver isdinage of tis own ; when Government, in 1800^ ordered the 
l^prat Rupee to be struck in this mint, and since that time ^l|e Rupee 
|li|iS been kept at an equal value in both mints. In bpt^ the Silver 
l^ple weighs 179 grains, and contains 7.07 per Cent, p^^ioy.

In order to remedy this, and to briiifr back tiie Coins of gold 
and silver to neaily their ancient proportions, and thrir relative va¬ 
lue in the market, it was orderetf, in 1 f^OO, that the Gold IVIohnr 
should be of the weight as the Silver Rupee, tliat it should contain 
the same quantity of alloy, and that it should pass for 1 5 Rupees. 

Weights.— The English weights being in conimon use here, 
and at all the other Presidencies, the following account of their re¬ 
lative pi oponions may be foiina useful.

There is but one kind of money made in China, which is call¬ 
ed Petty, or (yash ; it is of a base metal, cast, not coined, and ve¬ 
ry brittle; it is round, about the size of an English farthing, mark¬ 
ed on one side with Chinese characters, rather rai'.ed at the edges, 
with a ^qua^e hole in the middle. They are usually strung a hun¬ 
dred ill a string ; but they rise and fall according to tti4 quantity in 
the market, varying from 75U to lOOo Cash for a Tale. Their chief 
use is in making small payments amongst the lower classes of the 
people. 

Spanish dollars are the principal coin current, but other silver 
coins are occasionally met with. For small change they cut the 
coin.s into pieces, and weigh them, for which purpose every mer¬ 
chant carries scales and weiglit.s with him, put up in small portable 
wooden cases ; tiiey are made somewhat after the plan of tlie Eng¬ 
lish steelyards. and aie culled by the Chinese a dorchin. For the 
purpose of cuttiug the silver, they have a pair of scissots; and some 
are .so dexterou.s, that they will cut the quantity required, without 
baying occosioa to cut a second time. Ail doUa«;$ which pusi 
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libr^gh tbe Hong Merchants' hands hear their stamp, or chop; so 
that bj frequent exchiiir^es, ilie dolfurs becoiiie soon mutiiated, and 
are then cut up fur small change, or melted into ingots. All dutlet 
■re paid in sycee or pure si.rer. 

In the Kast India Co*mj).'^ll^’8 :u’c<»un(s the Tah) is reckoned at 
68 8d. sterling ; btu its intrinsic value is according to the price paid 
fur silver in London.

Ma« 
iiy of ibeir dotchlus are loaded in the pea. Above all^ it is particu- 
larly nece-sary to pay attention to the weighing man) who is very 
apt to jerk the scale down, or puH it to him before he cries the 
weight, and that often erroneous. If a per.>ii)ii delivering a cargo, 
will take the trouble of putting in the weights himself, end tm- 
tuncing the scal^, the keuebt tliat will he deiived by the cargo 
laming out well, will be an ample compeusatioii for his trouble. 

Gold aud silver ore also weighed by ih^ Tale and Catty; lOO 
TaUs are reckoned to weigh 1^ oz. 16. dwts. troy, which make 
the tale equal to 579,84 grains. 

The foregoing Weights are sometimes otherwise denominated 
by the natives; the Catty is called Gin; the Tale, Lyang; tho 
Mace, Tcheti; the Candartne, Fwen ; and the Cash, Lis.

'Vinces him that implicit reliance cannot be* placed upon existing ae* 
counts of the Weights and Measures of India; a defect which can oa*

nieiit, with respect to tiiose of other parts of the world, the true pro. 
portions of which have been accurately determined by au examioati. 
on of specimens sent from-abroad of the Weights and Measures 8ctn> 
ally used, accompanied with explanations from the proper authorities 
on the spot. Accordingly, the Court of Directors of the East India- 
Company have issued orders to their servants in India, to transmit to- 
Euvland verified standards of the Weights and Measures in use 
throughout their territories, which, when received, are forwarded, for 
this important and desirable object, to Da. Kelly, whose talent aud 
qualihcations render him the fittest person to be entrusted with the 
superiutendence of this as of the former operation. 

** It is obvious that considerable lime must elapse before this la* 
borious undertaking can be accomplished. The multiplicity of the 
different measures of quantity used throughout India, and the coofu. 
Sion which prevails, especially in the interior, with respect to their 
staudard, relative proportions, &c. have been frequently spoken of bj 
travellers, and must greatly embarrass the undertaking. Da, Hbtkc 
states that, in Mysore, almost every Cusbah, or chief town of the dis. 
trict, I-as Weights and Measures differing widely from those lo its- 
neighbourhood. The scales commsiily used, he says, bre likewise 
extremely rude and inaccurate, being merely flart baslUsU suepeaded 
from a baUnced pole, which is tied to a aoose.

CALCUTTA IN BENGAL. 

COINS.—Accounts are kept here in Sicca Jlupecs, with their 
subdivisions, Annas and Pie; 12 Pic make 1 Anna; 16 Annas 1 Rupee 
and 16 llupees 1 Gold Mohur. To this currency must all these 
specie lie converted, before any sum can be regularly entered into 
merchant's book. The Company keep their accounts in Sicca Rupee 
which bear a Batta of 16 per Cent, against the Current. 

The Coins current are Gold Mohurs, with their subdivisional 
halves and quarters; Sicca Rupees, halves and quarters ; Annas, Pice, 
<«quai to 3 pie> and half Pice. The two last are of copper. 

In I7G6 the Bengal Gold Mohur weighed 179.66 grains, was of 
the fineness of 20 Carats, and passed for 14 Nilver Rupees. The gold 
was here overvalued, tor it passed in proportion to silver, as 169-4& 
to i. In 1769 it was ordered that the Bengal Gold Mohur shouid 
weigh 190,773 grams, and m this coinage gold was valued to silver 
nearly as 14 8 to 1 and, hy Regulation 35, Anno 1793. it was direcU 
ed that the nineteen Sun Gold Mohur should weigh 190.894 grains, 
and contain J ol a gram in loO of allov. and that it should pass for 
16 nineteen Sun Sicca Rupees, Here gold is valued lu propurtion tw 
Sliver as 14.85 to 1. 

Gold Mohurs are coined only at the mint of Calcutta ; at the sa> 
bordmate niiuts ot Benares and Furruckabld. silver alone is coined. 
The fineness of both metals is the same as English standard gold, l-lj| 
The following statement shows the present weight, fineness, aud 8ter> 
ling value of the Coins, reckoning the value of gold at £S. I7s. lU|d* 
per standard ounce ; and silver at 5s. 2d.

The most common silver coin i« the Rupee of 1 Sicca, or 10 Massa 
vreight. 

These Rupees were formerly called Sicca Rupees only during 
the year after Iheii coinage, when the batu they bore ou Current Ru* 
pees was )G per cent.; the second tbis was reduced to 13, and the third 
and following years the batta was it per cent.; they were then called 
Monaut or Suuai Rupees, lint with a view to abolish this d istiiictiun, 
all the Rupees coined «>t late years by the East India Cumpany^ have 
been dated the iiiueieenth Sun, that is the i9th year of the Mogul's 
reign ; and by Regnialioa xxxv. Anno 1793, it was ordered that the 
nineteen Sun Steca Rupees should be received as the legal cum of 
Bengal, Bahar, and Oiissa. 


There are various other kinds of Rupees to be met with in Ben¬ 
gal, whose liiicness and weight are didereiit, though their denominati¬ 
ons are the same* From tins, and Ironi the natives frequently punch¬ 
ing holes 111 the Rupees, and hiliiig up the vacancy with base nieial, 
and their willuliy dnuinishing the weight of the coin after coming 
frhni the mint, the currencies of Rupees trom the difliereut provinces 
are of different values. This defect has introduced a custom ofem- 
|>loyii]g shroffs or money-changers^ whose business is to set a value 
upon these different currencies, according to every circumstance, ei¬ 
ther in their favour, or their prejudice. When a sum of Rupees is 
brought to one of these shroffs, he examines them piece hy piece, and 
arranges them accorduig to their hneuess; then hy their weight; he 
then allows fur the different legal hattas upon Siccas and Soiiauls; 
and this done, he tulue^ in gross by the Rupees current what the 
whole are worth ; so that the Rupee current is the only thing fixed, 
by which com is valued. 

A Current Rupee is reckoned at Ss. and a Sicca Rupee of ac¬ 
count commonly ai 2$. 6d. 


A Lac of Rupees is 1,00,000; and a Crore, 100 I-acs, or 1,00,00,000 
Rupees; and in accounts, sums are distinguished into Crores, Lacs, 
and Single Rupees, by marks or divisiuus, us iu the aforegoing 
examples. 

Cowries, small white glossy shells, are made use of for small paj- 
fficots in the Bazar, and are generally thus reckoned.

ON THE CALENDAR, AND ITS SUCCESSIVE REFORMS. 

The divisions of time, such as they are presented in the Calendar, are com-* 

E osedof days, weeks, months, and years. The modes of determining these division* 
ave been various amongst the nations of antiquity, and there are still variation* 
in these modes in the modern world. 

The manner of reckoning' the oars by the ancient Jews, and which subsists 
amongst that people at the present time, is, to cosiinence the day at a certain 
hour of the evening, and to finish it on tiie next evening at the same hour. Tims 
their sabbath begins on the afternoon of Friday, and is completed on the after¬ 
noon of Saturdayr. The Jloiuan Catholic Chtircli also commences its festivals in 
the evening,; and this cnstnm is retained umongst ourselves in some of our po¬ 
pular obsetvances, such as the eve of St. John, and Christmas eve. 

The civil day now commences at 12 o'clock at mi^ught, and lasts till the 
same hour of tlie following uight. The civil day w^^Oistinguiehed Irom the 
astronomical day, which begins at noon, and is counted up to 24 bums, teriniuating 
at the succeeding noon. This mode ot leckuniug the day, is that vised in the 
Ifautical AliwMiac, and it sometimes leads to mistakes with persons not familiar 
with this manner of computation: a little consideration will obviate the difficulty. 
Thus, January 10, fifteen hours in astronomical time, is Jam^ry 11, 3 iti tlia 
morning, civil time. In Fiance, and in most of the states of ISiirope, as with us, 
the hours are counted up to 12, from midnight •till niMii, and from uoou till mid¬ 
night. ,In parts of Italy, and of Germany, tiie day is held to e.ommence about 
gun-set, .aud the hours are counted ou till the j^ext sun-set. This mode is very in¬ 
convenient to travellers, ns the noon of the “ Itniiaii hours ” at the aummei solstice 
is 16 o’clock, and .J9 u'clocJe at the winter solstice. 

The'English names of the days of the WlSBR are derived from the Saxons ; 
aud they partly adopted these names from tiie more civilised nations of antiquity. 
The following ingenious origin of the ancient names has been snggested in eon. 
nexion with astronoinical science. The planetary arrangement of Ptolemy wag 
thus : 1, Saturn ; 2, Jupiter ; 3, OTar# ; 4, the Sun ; 5, Venus ; 6, Mercury ; 7, 
the Muon. Each of these planets was supposed to preside, successively, over 
*ach hour of the 24 oi each day, in the order above given. In this way Saturn 
wpuld pieside over tlie first hoar of the first day ; Jupiter over the second hour; 
IS^ars ever the third } the San over the fourth, aud so on. Thug the Sun preaid-

day. Mercury over the first hour of tlie fiftli duy, Jopiter over the first hour of 
the sixth day, and Venus over the first hour of tlie seventh duy. Hence, the 
liemes of tiie days yet used in%e learned professions throughout Europe. Thus

Almost all nations have regulated their MONTHS, in a great degree, by th« 
yevohition of the moon Some have endeavoured to unite tins division with tho 
Mmwvl coiirsfl of the snu, hy an augmentation of days at the end of each yeay^ 
in* hy adding a thiiteenth month at the end of every third year. The Jews aha 
tho Athenians followed this latter method ; the Macedonians, and snhie nhtioas 
of Asin, assigned their months 30 and 3} days; the Turks and the Arabs ImvA 
ltd and 30 days; the months of the Anglo-Saxons were governed hy the res 
■vedidions of the moon. Their conimon year consisted of twelve iimaf iinnitliSf 
three months being appropriated to each of the four seasons ; but every third 
year contained an additional lunar luontb, which was given to the snmiHer sea^ 
tno. Ilie names of their lunar months, either had lefotence .to their reiigioiiii 
fcrcmonies, or to thti natural appearances of the year. , 


‘ A ronsiderahle variation prevailed, generally, nmopgst the nations of anti^ 
sfoity, and still partially prevails, with regaid to the coniiHeniceinent of tlie TEAll.

The CaIiEWDAR i« a tafelr of the days of the Vfar, arranged to aaaist the dtf)tri<, 
(lation of time, ao<l to indicate remarkable day« connected with devotion or bt(ai« 
^S8. K every nation bad adopted tiie aaiiie dtvisiona>of time, and a uniform ca« 
lender baci bl^eu general throughout civiliaed statee, luatory would present iiincii 
fe^ver difficulties and contradictions. The progress of astronomical sciepqe hae|^, 
neoesaariiy pqpduced.great.chan|;efl in the niaonqiit.of dividing time ; and thus* 
whilst some nations have heen ready to give their calendar every possible advan^ 
tage of a scientific construction, the prejudices of others have rendered them uu» 
willing to depart from their accustomed mode, iiowever iiiaccarute. It may bo 
cnrioiis and instructive to trace, very biiefly, the changes of the calendar, ordina¬ 
rily called, the changes of stvie. 

The Romans called the first days of each month, Caknds, from a word which sig¬ 
nified called ; becaose the pontifl's, on tlmse days, called tne people together, to 
apprise them of the days of festival in that mouth. Hence we derive tira uame o€ 
Calendar. 

The Roman Calendar, which bail, In great partj been adopted by almost all nati¬ 
ons, is stated to have been introduced by Ruinnins, the founder of tliis city. Hei 
divided the year into ten months only ; Mars, Aprilis, Mains, Junius, Quintilis* 
(afterwards called Jnlins.) Sextilia, (afterwards called Angnstiig,} September, 
tober, November, .December. Mars, Mains, Qiiintilis, and October, contained it jf 
days, and each of tiie six other months 30 days ; so that the ten mouths coniprisel 
304 days. The year of'Romulus was, theiefore, of 50 days less duration than tbd 
luimr year, and of 61 days less than the solai year ; and its commencement of 
course did not correspond with anv fixed season. Niima Pompilius corrected, this 
calendar, by adding two months, Jaonariiis, and Febrnarius, which he placed be-t^ 
tore Mars. Julius Cesar, being desirous to render the calendar stiU more correct*', 
Aipnsulted the astronomers of bisitime, who fixed the solar year at ,365 days, 
honrs, comprising, as they thought, thf period from one vernal eguinox to anothec* 
The sixhoars were set aside, and, at the end of four years, forming n, day, th# 
fourth year was made to consist of 366 days. The day thus added, was cailad in¬ 
tercalary, and was added to the month of February, by doubling the SHfh of thaf 
month, or according to (heir way of reckoning, the of the Calends of March.. 
Hence the year was called Bissextile. 'J'his uimust perfect arrangement, which waa 
denominated the Jnlian style, prevailed generally throughout the Cbristiaii world* 
tilt the time of Pope Oregory XHJ. The-Calendai oi'Jiilnw Caesar was defirctivw 
in tins particular ; that the solar year, consisting of3^ days, 3 hours, and 4^ 
minutes, and not of 365 days,.6 hours, as was supposed time of Julias Ctesa^l 
there was a difference between the apparent year and the rhfl^ear, of eleven raimitet. 
This difference at the time of .Gregory Xlll., had amounted to ten entire days, 
veiual equinox failing on the 11th, instead of the ^Ist at' March, at which period- iw 
fell cot I ectiy at the,time of the Council of ^?ice, in the year 335. To obviftw 
this inconvenience, Gregory ordainqd, in 1582, that the 15tii .October ohonid b#

The adoption of this change, which is called thf Ore|fariiHi, or New

established by an act of parliament, passed ip 1*^52. ft was then enacfed*'''that ths 
year should commence on the 1st of JadOary, instead of 'March SSth f atid fhat in 
|he yeiir'1752, the days should be unmbered asosnal until'Sept«Mb*r '!9d,'Whe6'tlto 
Ja^ foUowisf siiotdd be ■bee.aited'tlie I4ib II HMf 
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Gi'f'l^t^iUi priheiple of dropping one dnjr in every hundredth y^ttr, except the 
/eiirth ftondredtb, w'n« hIso enoctod. The alterHtion tva«, for a iong tiOie, nppOd^4 
E>y the ptejudirea of iiidividuala ; and even now, with aoine persona, the Old StyM 
is so pevtiiiacioiisly adhered to, tliat rents ate made payable on tlie old quarter'^ 
davs, instead of the new. For tills reason, and not in deference to the prejudice, 
die old festivals are mentioned in tlie British Almaaete. Tlie {tiniiiianB still fise 
ttMn the Old Style, thus creating an inrouvenience in their pnblic and coniiiiercial 
intercourse with other iiationsj wbiidi, we trnst, that the growing intelligence of tbd 
i>eople vriil eventonlly correct. 

During the period in which France was a Hepubiic, the nathorities introdficei) 
an entire change iq the calendar, which was in existence more than twelve 
y4ars ; and is iuifUMiaat to be noticed, as all the piiUhr avts of the French nati> 
On were dated according to this altered style. Tiie iMatioiml (>onvention, by a 
decree of the hth October, 1793, estabiibhed a new Fjih, wbicli was called, m the 
place of the Christian era, (lie eia of (he French. I'lie roinineiiceiiient of eaill 
ycar,s>rthe first “ Veudimiaiie,” was fixed at the midnight conniienniug the day, 
on wliioh the aiitumual equinox fell, as determined at tlie oliservatoiy at Paris, 
^lis era commenced on the 2l2»d .'^eptembei, 1792, being tlie epoch of the fouiida- 
(|.oo of the Republic ; bntits establisiiment was not decieed till the 4tli “ Primaire’* 
•ftlie year ll. (34ih November, 1793). Two days afterwaida tlie'public ac ts 
were tiiiis dated. Tins calendar existed till the lOtli “ Nivose.” year XIV. (tll4 
^|st Decetuber, 1805,) when the Gregorian mode of coinpututioii was restored.

The festival was Celebiated in the Christian churches with an abiinp 
dance of light, and was originally called “ Oandlema.s Day,” as well as the Day 
of Purification. The practice of lighting the Churches has been disrontinwed ia 
this country since the second .v'ar of'Edward the Vf. lu the Romish Churob* 
theorigipat name) and all its attendant ceremonies, are still retained. 

7., 8eptmg«aima Sitwrfnp.— Septnagesima Sunday, is a Sunday dependknl 
upon Lent, ns that,season is upon Easter. It is to he considered as tii« preparati* 
pti for the fast of Lent. Jts observation was instituted hy Pope Gregory tha 
0reat. Tlie name of the first Sandiiy in Lent having been dwtiwgnished hy t|^ 
SpWllation of (|iindi ag««ima,, aud the three weeks preceding, having heeii sp{W«0' 
pnated to the gradual introduction of the Lent Fast, the three Sundays -of -tliosig 
Weeks were called hy names significant of their eiUmtion ; and j-eckoniog by Iks^ 
,carfss (tenths), the vSunclay preceding Quadragesima,-received its present title oif 
■Qniuquagesinia, the second, SeYagesiiiia, und the third, Septnagesima. 

14. St. Ycdentine .—The practice pf **choosing a Valentine,” as itiscailed, 
on this day, is too well known to need explanation. The origin of tliis cnstoiii has 
been tiincii controverted : it is indisputiibiy of very .ancient date. Yatentiue was 
h presKvter of the Church, who sufiered niantyrdom ouder Claudius If, at Rome, 
A. D. 271.

this season, by tiie discipline ot the ancient Church, they were peimitted to indulg|i 
in festive amusements, alUiovtgli not allowed to partake of any repast beyond ^ 
sisiial siilistitiites for flesh ; and hence arose ,tlie custom, yet preserved, of eatidg 
liancakes and flitters at Shrovetide.

,4,.. Palm Sunday ,—Palm Sunday is the Sunday preceding Easter, or the 
last Sunday in Lent. In the ancient Church, Palm Sunday, wiUi the whole^Qif 
4}ie week, which it comiuenees, was held in strict devotion, and observed with 
greater rigour, as to tasting and hamiliation, than any other part of tbp Lent 
Mlifisn. The festival commemorates our Saviour’s tnamphal entry into Jeriisa- 
lendj^WhAU bVanehes of palm were spread before him.

, Q. .Ifood Friday .—From the earliest records of Christianity, thiadayhaa 
hh<^ti,fa(‘ld fui a solejuu last, in remembrance of the Crucifixion. Its appellaiton 
of^ Oooc^.pppears to be peculiar to the Church of England. Our Saxon foreto- 
jtil^irs deupjuipxted it Lung Friday, from the length of tlie offices and fastings on 
^t day. 

11. EaUer Sunday is a moveable festival, held in commemoration of tlia

governs the whole of the other moveable feasts throughout the year. 

15. Maunday Thursday. —Edward III. in the year 1363, appears to have 

been the fiist English snonarcti, who intioduced into this coniitry, the practice of

^ay. « The Custom has continued without intermission to the present period ; and 
yearly, on tins day, the Lotd Almoner, or in bis absence, the sub>almoAer, nf-

Oi this notion, Dr Hiitton says, “ thd itar 
not only varies in its rising, in every one year as the latitude vanes ; but is always 
later and later every year, in all latitudes ; so tiiat m time (lie star may, by the 
same rule, come to be charged with bringing irost and snow ” 

25. St. James —This Apostle is called James the Great, to distinguish hhn 
from the other Apostle, who is called the Less. , 

AUGUST. 


1. Lammas-Day .—Lammas is one of the four Cross Quarter-days of the 
year, as they are now denominated. Whitsuntide was ioimerly the first of tbesa 
quarters* Lammas the second, IVlaitininas the next, and Candlemas the last; and 
each pa^bon of the year was once equally common with the present divisiona of 
Lady-day, Mid sninmer, Michaetmas, and Cliristinas.

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amid all.the diaplevH of manufacture, all the hustle and occurrences of soorety, 
amt aW'tbe news of nutions, the phenomena oi the day and the year can claim th* 
attention,—how iiinclr more must they do this, to the people who are scattered 
over the conntiy, and spend most of tlieir time in the open air ? To »ll these, that, 
volume, of winch the Alnianac is the index, is a dpily book to man; and especiaily«i 
to those who have not had the advantages of ednoation, it is the only book,. 

A BiiVijeist, the appearances of wiiicb tdrce themselves upon tjie notice of all k 
hnt of which the philosophy liea in the depths of science, iniist he the ineano, 
etthec of jereat pood, or ol great evil; for, upon any snbject that'interests th® 
ihitid powerliilly, if knowledge be not planted, superstition is sure to spring up 
of Its own accord. Tliat he who knows notliing may be made to believe any 
thing, is found to he a mnvirn of hut too geiieint truth; and upon no subject hao, 
its U uth been more fieqiiently %eriried than upon the one under consideiation.* 
!<* the eaiiy ages of tlie world, and before revelHtion had suhaUtiited a moral and. 
inteiiectnai system loi an ideal and superstitious one, the pheiioiiieim of the yeac,. 
and more especially the luminaries that aie ntteiulant upon, and produce thena 
phenomena, were acknowledged and worshipped as gods—substituted in ,tha 
place of Him whose in.striiments they are, and who iiiiplniited in them those pvOv 
peities, ami assigned them those motions, in consequence of which they produra 
thcir effects. In inoiihliiig them for this purpose, there is no doubt that tb» . 
arlliil (lortion of society employed all their cunning, in order to enslave tiie ndnda> 
ol the riiiiltitiide, and eiiahle themselves to profit by the daikness which they. < 
o<;oss(oned. But if the subject itself liad not been the best ad.ipted tor super- 
stition, the very ciiuning wliicli made use of it would have necessiirily chosen that 
which answered its purpose better. So far, however, as resenich can be made 
into the early histori' of mankind, the sun, the moon, and siicli sUri, as have any, . 
thing're markable in their «pi>eaiaiice, have been the fiistoii|e<‘ts oi adoiatioii; and 
that adoration lias iiiwovs been tlie iiioie marked, in proportion a.s the appearance <aft i 
the luiiiinnries have been the inoie varied. We find it iniicli nioie iii tiie Lapl.iitdeir 
nnd the iiihahitant of Greenland, who have their niontlisof suiiiinei's day and winti r’»* 
night, than we do in tliose tropical roiintries, wheie the day is always of nearlw' 
the same length, nnd where fkHidiiig ram and biiriuiig dionglit are tiie chiei' phe-, 
DOinena that va'y the year. ' 

But the superstitious adoration of the celestial appearances is not ctui-^ 
fined to tlie eoily and baiharnns state of nation.s When this stipersti^ion was 
expelled from r^igion, and the liimitiHries were deprived of then godship. they 
did not at once lose the whole of tlieir consequence ; hut held their place ars;' 
the Hgetiti nnd arbiters of human destiny. Upon this arose a sy.steni of super¬ 
stition, which Igft not a thing in nature, a member of tlie human body, or 
an everlt of Iramao life, upon which it did not lay hold. The individual bodies ' 
bad each their special^viitiies, their good or then hud infliience ; these were modi-' 
fied by the grouping of the stnis into constelhitions. nod from the positions of th« 
siin, moon, and planets among these, there arose oUier coinpoiind infitiencea, <iU tho 
STstein became as complicated as it was ridirulmrs. ,So firmly nyas this believ'ed 
aft'Ont! time, that nothing could be done ni utidertukeii without a previons eOnmilta- 
tinw of stars, to find ont whether it was their pleasure , that the issue sKoidd he 
prosperous; and the ospeot of the stsi's nt a luun's birth was adtnitti^ toiinve tm 
times as niiieh inflfl'‘iice upon bis success in life, ns Ins talents, ins e«)ltmtion, sud 
his coudiict. Indeed, it had much more ; for if it was not the pleasure of th*' 

stars,—and the reveutiiig of that was committed entirely to .the nstiologer,_^tho • 

mbs oontd not act, or be educated, or even born. If one wisiied to know wliethee 
any substance would answer any purpose, he did not try it, be consulted the mowtt $ 
Slid if arty thing vvas lost, search was not made Cor it. the moon was qatwtinneil 
tlirongli the medium ol tbe astrologer, who si ways contrived, by ins oonfbriertfleoj. 
lobe in possession of as many tost things us kept up the credit of thg^c^kfl. 

Bv this most ahsnrdl system of snpeistitiop, thf reason and common.smisepf 
the people were rendered completely useless; an^i which was fofi. UWirse, tbs 
fonndvtnin mf moialUy ‘wes ^complitlely away,—ber«us«, if tboi Ooerewi 

or tl^e iailurp,tlie good or the bnd of buftisg sctwHus^'^did. .ipot d^nd vpm mem 
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IheiMelreii, but upon an nnerrbg; destiny, to be read in the aspect of the 
stars, there was an end of all virtue and attempting to do rightly because, as Hia 
flestiny was filed, no effoit on the part of the man could alter it,—iudeed, ha 
conid make ao effort, unless that was also set down m the aspect of the heavens 
at his nativity. 

When superstition had thus destroyed both the intellect and the morals o( 
mankind, the absurdities into which it led them were endless ; and as any subject, 
in order to be wandered at, requires only to he incomprehensible, ^le delusion he« 
came very general. Nor is it ret eradicated. Lnngnage coiilrihiites,a little to, 
<lk!S even die well inforoved talk nhoot ^ stars ” and “ destinies ; and those who 
have little iufbriaalion believe that these words have a literal signification. The 
Hrhsposition whicii all people have to pry into the future, also lends to perpetuate 
this superstition. The proper key to tlie future is indnction from tl.e past; but the 
proper sue of that, supposes habits of observing and reasoning, which niniiot yet 
be regarded as general among the people of any country ; so, they who cannot 
smticipate the fiituie, by coiinertuig it with the present and the past, still follow 
sifter the delusions not only of astroIngers-T-moon-and-star men,—hut fortiiue.telliiig 
impostoisof all sorts; and the delusion is helped to he peipetnated by those pnb- 
lications in which the nonsense of astrology is stiil retailed to tlie public. 

, These cireiinistances render it necessary tliai tlie piienoineiia of the year 
^honld be explained in the most simple and philosophic manner,-- that the leal causes 
-of ilbose phenomena sliould be made palpable to the most ordinaiy capacity; 
SHidfhat it should be plain to every one, that Uieie is no mystery in the matter,-,— 
that the revoiiilions of the heavenly bodies produce the appearances of the ses- 
sons, and nothing more. Tiie motives ot tliese iiave. in fact, no moie iiifiiience 
npoD the conduct .nnd the destinies of mankind tlian the motion of a rivei toward 
the sen, or the fall of a stone to the giviiind, when it is not borne up by something 
I (|bat con support its weight; aud it would be just as lational to calculate the nati¬ 
vity of a man from the motion of the Thames towaids the sea, t^s from the motion 
of the moon or the planets. Nay, the revolution of a coacli-wheel upon the road 
lias just as much to do witli^human destiny as the motion of the heavenly bodies; 
•nd when, in its revointion npou the dial, the minute hand of a clock passes over 
ttir honr-iiand, that has jnstasmncli influence upon the fate of natioDS or iudivU 
4 aala as nn eclipse of the sun or tlie moon. 

W*itli the exception of the light and heat produced by the sun,.and the light 
of the moon, and still fainter illumination of the stars, there is no resson to infer, 
that the celestial bodies exert any influence, otlier tiian that of gravitation, upon. 
the earth ifself; and ns their influence is wholly of a physical nature, it can have 
BO effect whatever upon the minds- or conduct of men, any mpre than can be 
produced by the natural or artificial motion of any other suhstapces. So far as- 
the luminaries make men more or less roinfoitable at the time,, they have an 
influence—as the genial temperature of tlie day raises- the spirits in the same 
way, a,od to the same extent that they are raised by a similar temperature of u 
common fire, or |Ae light of tlie moon enables a. man to find his vvay at night, 
just In the same w«y as he would find it hy the same degree of lamp-bght; biif 
beyond tliese physical effects, tlieve is, and tliere can be, nothing. If the lumi- 
AOry is at the same distance, shines for the same length of time at tlie same height 
nhove tlie hoeiBon, it matters not in what sign of the sodisc, or in wliat part of 
tiw hieaverift it may .make its appearance, any. more than itsigoiiiea whether (he 
ifiye , by #rb*^h one is warmed, or the lamp hy which one is lighted, i»on the east 
of St. Paiih’s; and it would be just as philosophical to calculate (he 
|i}t«iw>de«|my of a man from the " boose” in which he happened t« he boru, as 
. fronl^(lle ** houses” of the planets at the time of his birth. Indeed, it would be 
(fiipsnch more ao; for if inieiitp&toe and good atmo happen to he Itfrda of ih» 
in.thfi bouse of tim parent, they are very rational grounds tor predicting 
4 the future wellare of the child ; and so, also, ignoranpe, dissipation, and vice, 
^parent are far more mniliffnsul aspects for the infant that has the misfortHiie 
, be born under them, than any configuration wbicli either the stars, or any- thing^ 
ths* out^ the (sMuly cnftaesninO. 
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There w«» a time when, not the people merely, hot the tilled and the learned, 
’'Irere thrown into the Rreateet consternation by an eclipse of the swn or moon, 
Or the appearance of a comet oi the anrora borealis. And why ? Because they 
are of comparatively rare occnrience ; and when mankind do not know the 
tatiotial cause of any thin?, they always foim to themselves a siipeistilions one. 
A candle is to the inmates of a room at nisht what the sno is to the inhabitants 
of the earth during the day; it gives them light, and, if the flame be large enongh 
it gives them heat, ff, too, there be a niirroi upon the w'all, and the candle be 
so placed as that the light redected by llie mirror is thrown into a fooin which 
llie candle does not illnniinate, the niirVor will give a sorttif moonlight tt> any onO 
who happens to be then* Now, if one of llie family were lo stand between 
another of tile faiiitlv and the'candle. the candle—their son for the time—would 
be just ns iiiurli eciipsed to the one fioin w hose sight it were hidden; as the 8M»l 
of the world is when llie moon comes between ft and the eartii ; and so, aliW, ll 
any one placed himself in such inatinei, as that his shadow fell upon the mirror, 
that mirror —the tempoiary moon of tliose in the daik cliamher—would be jnstait 
much eclipsed, as the moon of the world is when the eaitli comes between it and 
the sun, deprives it of the light of that luminary, and prevents it from reflecting 
that light to the earth. SVell, is tlieie. any petson in liis senses that would say, 
t'lat because one of a family bad come between another and the candle, or between 
tlie candle and the looking glass, that some direful calamity would hefal the family. 
Or tliat they would inevitably In.ve a brawl nr a law-siiit with the folks at the next 
Cottage? and yet the consequences just iiienliened are precisely of the same nature 
Witli the eclipses of the siiii and moon ; and from their nenrness they have mucli 
more effect on the nihabitanls of the cottage then the celestial ones can have upon 
the inhabitants of the earth A tenipoiaiy want of light is the whole effect in 
both cases; and as thot of the celestial eclipse is never so complete as in the 
case of the candle and the mirror, it is, except as a matter of curiosity, or aa fixing 
a point of time, of much less consequence than the otlier. 

Witli regaid, again, to a comet, it is much the same as if one were to comoin 
to the room with a burning torcli or taper, and then ^ Out again ; an occurrence 
which could do no harm, unless tlie bearer of the torch were to run againat some 
body, or net fire to the house. So also, if tiie comet be a solid substance, and if 
the light which it emits be of the burning kind, (for comets are so distant, and. 
continue so short a time, that we are unable to he certain about their nature,} it 
might, if it came in contact with the earth, siialter it, as a cannon ball shatters a 
house, or burn it as a red-hot shut or a slieli does ; hut as long as We are ont pt‘ 
its way, we are just as safe from harm, as we would be if we stood on a high cliiF 
and saw rockets let off ten miles at sea. A rocket let off in Vanxhall tiardens 
has just us much influence on the fate of nations and individnais as all (he comete 
ihdt ever appeared ; and il the stick of tlie rocket happened to fall npon any 
body, it Would have a good deal more. 

There was a tune when the “ Jack-'o’-the-laritern **—inflammable air otev n 
l«n, a piece of rotten wood, or a putrid fisii -both of which, in a certain stnte nf 
'lottenness, give ont a gas which becomes iiiiniuoiis, was accodnted ns something 
talariuing; but ns evely bungler in cheiuistr) can now produce the same appenr- 
ances whenever he pleases,.they have ceased to be regarded with any degrea of 
apprelieimioii. 

All these follies, with which people wasted their time, disturbed thair 
linsgiontions, and made themselves uneasy, resulted from the want of a little->^a 
very Httle—sober and independent thinking. Eifects nuist be similar to their 
Causes ; and every subject winch is matter cannot affect the mind in any other way 
than‘‘by affecting the body. The arsenic which lies buried a mile under ground^, nr 
that which ia contained in the stores of the Apothecaries’ Company, is jnst as 
deadly in its nature as that vtliich has; by accident, crime, or madness, goiyoto the 
liiiniari gtomach. But while it remains there it poisons nobody ; anl though, by 
coiitiiiQnlly alarming himself about it, a ni«n of weak mind might, in time, briojf 
himself to believe timt it would { and though this siioiild injure his healtii, Or even 
frighten him to death, the arsenic wuld be auita- ianoiieitt.oi the matinr. What 
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-would ATcn the most i^nornnt man now living think, if he were told, that if a pinch 
or gunpowder were to be atolen from the storet of the Ofiiiid Signior, brought to 
jLnndnn, and bnined according to tlie rules of art, it would instantly blow up ail 
the mannzines in Turkey ? ,\Vell, there was a time when the belief of such an 
' iiilliience in powder was far mure prevalent than that of the influence of the up* 
pearances of tlie year upon liiiiiinu life and fortune is now. 

The sun, and moon, and the planets and stars, are merely masses of matter- 
inanimate, and, of course, without any power of thinking and acting as wholes — 
though they may have diflerent class>‘s ot giowing and living beings upon them, in 
the same way that tiie eaitii has ; and it ma^ be, tliat while we are frightening 
ouiselxes with the changing piiases of tlie moon, tiie people ou that tuminaiy aie in 
the same nlarin at our planet But bodies placed at so gieat a distance from eacli 
^tlier. ns the planets and stars .iie, can have no influence upon each other, saving 
tiiat of gravitition. and light ami iieat, wlnrh will, of couise, change with every 
bhange of position and distance. As, if the moon be far north in the sky, it will 
be longer up,” oi above the liorizun, to ns in these iiortliern latitudes ; if it be 
near to the sun, uii tiie eastern side, it will slime in the early part of the niglit; if 
it be near, on the \vt'st.^rn side, it will shine m tlie latter part of the night; if it he 
directly opposite to tiie sun, it will, it jiist as fai noith in the sky, rise at sunset 
and s^t at sunrise , —if it he fuither nurtn, it will use before the sun sets, and set 
Aitei the sun uses,—ii soiitli of tlie sun, it will rise after sunset, and set before 
sunrise ,—and, il il be in tlie same pait ul the sky with respect to east and west, 
as til" son, it will use and set at the same time witli that iuminary, and not l>e 
seen, unless it be also iii tne same pait ol tlie sky with regard to north and 
south ; and in that case it will come, in whole or in pait, between tiie earth and the 
sun, according as their places are exactly ui only iieaily the same, and occasion a 
total or a paitial ecl.pse of the sun All the changes of the moon, with 
irrgiird to shape and time of appearance, take place in every lunar luoutli, from one 
new moon to unotiier. All the vatiations of appearances, eclipses, and other 
plietioiuena, recur 111 a period of about nineteen years; and any of them may be 
foretold by one who has a khowledge of astronomy. 

There »re some otlier paiticniars in the moon’s appearance, upon which 
snperstitiun is still apt to Uy hold, and predict, if not sometiiing as to human life, 
at least sonietliiiig about tlie vveathei, which is a fertile subject for imposture. 
One of them is the posiluui of the cusps, or points, of the new moon when first 
seen. These are always both at equal distances from the sun, and, of course, 
tbeir standing stiaighf, us leaning hai kwards, or forwards, depends upon the dis¬ 
tance that the iiiouuis north o. south ot the sun. Any one can see this by a very 
simple expenineiit. Take an oiiinge or an apple, or any- thing round, and hold it 
in your left hand between you and the candle, only as lar to the left as that the 
light will shine on a pait of it, in the shape of a new moon. This moon may be 
much narrower or broader, according as yon liuhf it nearer or farther fioin the 
line between you and the candle, ff you hold it just as high as the candle, the 
line of the points will he upngiit, if you move it higher than the caudle, the line 
will lean backwar Is, mure and iiioie as it is raised; and if you move it down 
lower than tile camlle, the line wilt lean forward, iiRive and more as it is loweied. 

Two other pei-uliyrities ol the moon, that occasion a good deal of speciilatinii 
MDOUg tliose who are ignorant ol the causes, are, “ the harvest moon, ” in Sep- 
tembefi " the liuntei’s moon,” in March; the former of which, when neai the 
-ittll, rtseb several nights at nearly the same hour, and the latter, at the same 
AgOjis equally reiiitirkahle for the diiference between the times of its rising. The 
xiMXHi moves nearly to the same dnstance lioni the siin every' day, but it moves in 
puth^ the oue-liolf of wliicli is mm h nearer the north than the other ; and this is 
ibe case alifo with the appnient annual path of the snii; that luminary appearing 
muoh nearer fo tne noith m SMiumer tiian in winter. 'I'iiiis, when the muon is niov- 
iog northward at the most rapid rate, it escapes from the iiorisun northward, and 
.Mses failier; and when it moves southward at the. most rapnl late, it appioaclies / 
. In bcuiTOBt aiid sets etirlier. The iiill ibaou can be iu the I'oriuer position oolr 
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in September or October, and in the latter in March or April; and thus tbfi bar* 
vest and hunters’ moons are occasioned. 

Such are the principal changes in the moon’s appearance; they are nil to be 
rtplaiiied iipoo the simple facts of the motions of the iiiOon and the earth ; nntf, 
therefore, they neither have, nor can have, any of those influences which super* 
#titioh, the child of ignorance, ascribes to them. 

The planets being all much mote remote fiom the earth than tlie inomu is, 
nnd having little diiFerence in their appearances, saving what arises fioni Iheir 
own nioiioiis and tliat of the eartii round the sun, have little about them that 
claims attention, nS connected with the appearances of the year. Iniluenue upon 
the eai'tli, upon the changes of the seasons, or upon any thing that in any way 
aff' ctstiie comfort or the oidinary piiisliits of iiiankind, they iiiive none wiiatever ; 
and, therefore, the explanations of tlieir appearance-s and motions may very pio* 
perly be left to the stildv of aslronoray. 

TIius, the only thiii'^ that remains, in order to complete this simple notiod 
df tiie plienniiiena of the year, is some octuiiiit of the annual appearances of th<t 
sun—that grand somce o( iigld, and life, and enjoyment, to all the animal and ve« 
getable tribes. 

fn ortler that the whole may be clearly understood by those who have not 
much knowledge of geogiaphy and astionomy, it may not be improper to begin 
with the apparent revolution of the heavens, every dav , hh arising iroin the real 
rotation ol the earth. When a round body, siicii a.san orange, or a billiard brdi, lA 
made to whirl round in the same place upon the table, liy spinning it, althongb there 
may be no mark upon it, one can easily perceive that there is one point in the mid* 
die of the upper part of it, round which all the rest turns, just as a wheel turns upon 
an axle ; and if one could see it fiom below, there would be found a similar point 
in the middle of the under part, round whicii the whole would be seen (o turn, 
^hese two fixed points would be the poles of the hall or orange ; and if we iinagiiie 4 
line drawn from the one, through the centre to the other, that line would be the 
axis of rotation. The eattb turns round from west to east every twenty-font- 
hours, in the very same manner ; only, instead of being supported upon any things 
like the ball or the orange, it is kept in its place by tiie mutiiHl attraction between 
it and the snn. If we muke a little mark any where upon the ball, and imagine 
ourselves to be living theie, the caudle which stands still upon the table would 
appear to move iii tlie contiai y diiertion to that of the ball. If the candle 
held just as high as the middle oi the ball, the maik, wherever we place it, ^s»y 
in the upper pait, half way to the centre or pole.) will pass one-half of its revolu* 
tion through the light of the candbs and the other ImiII not. If (the mark bein^ 
still in the same place) the candle he laised higiier up than iiie centre of the bal|» 
or (which will have just the same effect) if tlie ball is put lower down than the can¬ 
dle, the niaik will pass through the liglit for a longer tune of each rotation tlian 
it is ill the dark ; and if the caudle be lield furtiier down than the centre of the 
ball, or the ball raised higher than the centie of the candle, the inaik will pasii 
through the light for a shot ter time than it does Ihrongh the darkness on the othei;' 
side. Also, the increase of light in tiie former case, and the decrease in the lats- 
ler, will be the greater, the fartlier the centre of the ball is below or above tho 
candle, and the nearer the murk is to the pole or point loiind wiiich the upper 
part of the ball seems to turn. If we call tlie upper pole of tlie hall the nerlA- 
pole, the mark (rather more than a third of the upper half from that pole) any 
place in the British islands ; and suppose the ball to be the earth, and the candls 
the sun, we have beloie us the whole principles of the motions that produce thd 
■changes of the seasons. 

We have only to imagine a.level plane, or even flat surface, to pass throng'^ 
the centre of the sun; that the axis upon which the earth turns round is always 
Vpright to that plane ; that the orbit, or path, which the eartii moves in during 
the year, lies, one-half of it above the plane, and the other bblow J and ffnft 
this 01 bit has an inclination, or makes an anfis of about twenty-three degrees And 
a half with the plane each way ; then if we further imagine, Utat the nOrtb .po)«.llll 
\the earth ia uppermost, and that the earth, in moring round the orbit from Heft M 
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owrt, ^performs as many rotations as there are days in a year, we shall have tha 
whole means of esplauiing the changes of the seasons. 

If we imagine tliat the point at wliich the earth is liighest above the level 
f>1ane passing through the centre of the siiu, is iinniediutely belore us and nearest 
to ns; then tiie point at which it meets tlie level fvlane, in descending, will be the 
one farthest to the right of the siui ; tiiat where the earth is fartiiest heiow th« 
level plane will be the one at the greatest distance, and ligiif hefoie us: and that 
at which the earth iHeet<i the level plane in ascending toward ns, will be the one 
most remote ftoin the aim on our left hand. 

Tlie hist of these points will be the shortest day to those in the northern 
heatisphere; and for tiie quarter of a yeai from tlifvt to the second point, the day 
there, w'ill always be less than twelve hours, and the night more. 

Tiie second point will be the vernal rqiiinor,—equal day and night in the 
•pring; and in the quarter from thence to the thiid point, the days in the northern 
liemispliere will always be more than twelve hours, and tiie niglils less. 

Tlie third point will he the midsuninier, nr longest day, in the northern 
liemisphere; and in the quarter from that to the fourth point, (lie day will be again 
more than twelve honis, and the night less. 

The ioiii th point will be the aiituiiiiial equinox,—equal day and night in 
nutuinn.; and mi the quarter from thence to the |>oint at winch we supposed the 
earth to set out, tlie day will be, as in the quaitcr hist noticed, less than twelve 
liours, and tlie night more 

It is evident, tliat on the half of the surface which is round the other, or 
foutli pole, the appearances of tlie seasons will be quite reversed. 

Thus, in the whole of the half that lies above tlie level plane, tlie day will 
be shoiter than (lie night: it will decrease during the first part of that lialt, aiici 
lengtlien again, at the same rate, during tlie second Also, in the whole half 
below the plane, the day will he longer timii tlie night. It w'lll lengthen during 
the first pail, and sliorten at the aante rate during tiie second 

On the eaith, (he niotiuu which causes the lengtlieniiig and shortening of the 
^ay is not seen, except by all the stars that are round the heavens coining to the 
seuth in snccessioii at iindii'^'ht; and the son being faither noith at rising and set¬ 
ting, and higher at luid-day when the day lengthens,—and the reverse when it 
elivrtens. 

The lengthening and shortening are not at the same rate at all times of the 
year ; for it is not the absolute distance of tiie earth fioin the level plane, but the 
change of distance iie.tvveen one day and another that makes the diflerence of their 
lengths. Now, if any one take -two ruigs ui lioops ot any kind, and put the one 
across the centre of the other, a little ohhqueiv, he will seot that tliey recede 
fioiu each otlier tnesfrapidly at the two points wheie they cross : and that, mid¬ 
way between these points, tliere is a considerable space where they are neaily 
at the same distance. I'lierefore, the days must lengthen and shorten most rapid¬ 
ly at the equinoxes, and be for some little time of nearly equal lengths at mid- 
aumtuer and inid-wiiiter 

The diiiereiit duration of the day, and the different height of the sun, are 
(be causes of tlioSe variations of aaturai heat which so beautifully diversify the 
year.

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th6 name of tidesf^ are to the inhabitantfl of coanta the most Interesting', to 
8ea<faring people the most useful, and to the ignorant the most inexplicable!, 
of all the erery-day occurrences of nature. The ap^toal which Canute made 
to the certain and irresistible flow of the sea. when he meant to rebuke hit 
flattering courtiers, is a proof that, at a very early period of English history, 
the tides had drawn attention ; and as nobody can nuticf; the tides for .<ny 
length of timp without perceiving that, on the same days of the moon's age^ 
they happen, at the same place, at very nearly the same hours of the day, a 
connexion between tbem and the moon could not fail to be traced BiiUaa 
the cause of that connexion does not appear from the conrexioii itself, the 
uniiitorrned have regarded it as part of that superstitious influence which the 
celestial hudies have over the earth and its inhabitants. 

Instead, however, of there being any thing mysterious in the matter, it 
is the most simple that can be ; and depends upon that universal law of gravita¬ 
tion, ill consequence of which, a stone falls to the ground, or water runs down 
e slofie. 

The eeneral conditions of the law of gravitation are these: Lvccy bo¬ 
dy. or ]iiece of matter gravitates toward any other piece, directly as the 
quantity of matter in that piece, and mveiM*ly as the square of its distcme, 
the ais',ai)ce being estimated, in the ca.se of spherical bodies, from the centre 
ot the one to that of the other. 

Thus, for instances, a weight of 4 imnnds at the surface of the earth, 
which is about 4h00 niile.s distant irom thecentie. gravitates ttiwards the earth, 
that is, presses uiuoi that which siipnorts it. coiinternoixes an equal weight 
iu a halance. or falls if it has no sui>i>(>rr, with a force ol four pounds. 

But if the same weight were laised to a height oi 40011 miles, or placed 
at twice the distance from the ceiitie. its weiglit would he diminished in¬ 
versely as the .squHi'e of tlie distance, or would be to 4 pounds, as the sqimre of 
1 to the square of 2,—that is, it would one-fovi ih of wiiat it formerly was, 
or one pound. This decrease would not. however, be poinied out by a com¬ 
mon scale beam, becau.se the weights in both scales would be diminished at 
the same rate; and thus, if they balance each ^oilier at the surface of tha 
earth, they would do the .same at any weight whatever. It might, however, 
be measuied by the fltixnre of a spring. 

From this dinunution, which takes place in the action of gravitation as 
the distance becomes greater, it is quite evident that, m large masses of mat¬ 
ter, such as the earth, the smi, and the moon, the gravitation towards each 
other will, at Uie points where they are nearest, be greater than the averagq, 
or that at their centres. As for imstaiice, a qnaiititv of water placed on that 
point of the earth’s surface, to which the moon is directly over head, will gra¬ 
vitate moie toward the muon than an equa' quantity placed 00 degrees from 
the former, or at a point where the moon is in the huiizon. But water is 
retained upon the snrlace of the earth liy its wefght or gravitation toward 
the mass of the earth and the perfect freedom tviih which water moves, al¬ 
lows U always to form itstlf in perfect accordance with the law of gravita¬ 
tion. Noiv, the gravitation toward ihe moon, or the sun, acta in the oppo¬ 
site direction to the weight; and, therefore, by whatever portion that gravi¬ 
tation is increased above the average, the weight must be diminished, and 
the water must rise up there till the exce.ss of height balance the loss of 
weight, and an equilibrium he every wliere established, in those parts that 
are covered with water, and have a free coinmuiiicatioii with each other. 


•j- Professor Leslie, in the Notes to his Treatise m fient^ gives an inge¬ 
nious defliitiou of the word “ Tide.” “ From motion seem derived our idene 
of time and space, which are often interchangeable terms., The German 
word zeit. denoting Hme^ was at first expressive only of motion ; hut iu Swe¬ 
dish it has passed into hd; the same with the English The primitive 

•esse of tide may be gathered from its compound, mmtide, betHkf tidings, &oi’* 
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Toward every celestial body the variation mnst be the satne iu kind ; but 
the sun, in coiiseqneuue of its great roa»>8 of matter, and the tnoon, in 
Bequeace of its uearuesii to the eanh, are the only ones of which the effecti 
are perceptible. 

The whole gravitation toward thesnn is much greater than that toward 
the moon ; but the mean distance of the sun Is about 34 000 times the half 
diameter of the earth, while that of the moon is only QO times; and as the 
disturbing forces are to the whole gruvitaTions inversely as the cubes of those 
iiuruhers. (they entering the proportion three tunes as factors,) the disturlnng 
force of the moon, that is, the force by which the water becomes lightet 
when the moon is over head, is aliout 2) tunes that of tiie-sun. 

It would he out of place here to insert the calculations, which are long 
chough simple. But the result, stated in mund number^, is, that if the earth 
*tvere all covered by the same depth of water, a tide Oi two feet would be 
raised at the point where th sun is directlv mer bead, and a tide of five feet 
brhere the moon is so, - that is, the waier at each oi those points would be 
higher by two feet in the case of the snu. aco five feet in the case of the 
moon, than at the circnnistaiice of the hemispheres, of which those point! 
Were respectively the centies. 

The tide that happeiiS at the point nearest to any of the luminaries, or 
where that luminary IS above the honzon. is called the vpper tide, and the 
tBpposue one is called the under tuie. The under.tide is produced in the samp 
manner as the upper, except that m tna duninuiion, and not the increase, of 
the moon's action which causes it 

If the earth were wholly coveied with water, if the sun and moon 
were alwavs at the same Uiscances from ii. and li the three bodies lemaiiied in 
the same piac s without motion, the two high waters of each luminary would 
remain at the same points, and the low water of each would be the circnin.* 
lerence dividing the two hemispheies. of which the point nearest the litmi* 
nary and the point most remote from it were the centres; and as the gravita^. 
tion towards the earth woflid be the same at every point, there would be no 
means of discovering the difference of elevation. Not one of these circum< 

■ Stances holds, however ; and therefore the want of each of them gives a differ- 
eut modification to the tides. 

1. The real motion of the earth from west to east every 34 hours, causes 
the high and low water of the solar tide to perform a comj^pele revolution 
from east to west in twenty-four hours also. 

3. The same motions of the eanh, with the moon's motion round the 
earth, from west to east also, in about 2D4 days, causes a complete revolu¬ 
tion of the lunar tides from east to west in one solar day and two fifty-iiiiubs, 
or in about 34 hours 484 fuinutes. 

As the action of the luminary takes some time to produce its effect, the 
high water at any point does uot take place till an hour or two after the lumU 
IMtry has been vertical. 

8. When the sun and moon are ou the same points of the compas.i, or on 
•pfvosite points, then if they be so situated with regard to north and south aa 
that a straight Hue passing Through both their centres would pass tlirunghthu 
eeutreof tl^earth. the high waters will fall on the same points, and the low 
wafer! on the same circuiiiteience, midway between those points. . 

In these cases, the high water will be tJie sum of the elevations, and 
the low wwtet the sum of tne depressions. These are called tides. Is 

evident that they must happen at every new moon, by the coincidence of 
Wtb upper and under tides; at every /of/ moon, by the coincidence of the 
Upper tide of eachjnminary with the under tide of the other, and that they esa 
happen at no oth^ times. 
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4. Aii>tiTn« ia r4ckon«d-by the apparent motion of the enn, 'the solar high 
irtrthr always happens at the same hour at the spnie place, hut as the lunar 
high water, which is the greater, and gives a character to the whole, happens 
a)Huit484 niitiutes later every day. it must separate eastward from the solar 
high water at that rate, and gradually become lower and lower, till, at the 
end of the.first and third quarters of the moon, it fall on the same place with 
the hiw water ot the solar tide. Then the elevation of the high water, and 
the d«|iressiori of the low, will tie Imth, only the diiference of the solar and 
Juiiar tides, and tlie tides will be neap. 

During the 111 .St and third quarters of the moon, the tides will /a/f 
fiom the opi'ing to the neap, and diiniif the second and iourth quarters they 
will^ota iroiii tlie neap to the spiing. 

5. The ohliqiiiiv of the eartirs annual path round the sun causes th^ 
sun, in hummer, to appear over our laiiiiuieh. iieaily 47 oegrees farther 
»orth than ill winter; and tlie ohiiqiiity <if the moon’s monthly path may 
make the new moon aoooi 5 dcirree'i more either north or sooth of the suu; 
atid alsa vary the itiil moon to the ^ame numlier of degiees iiom the point op* 
pohite to the sun Those changes fti'«»duce what may he called the sei^smtU 
Tariaiions of the tides. They take place thus: 

a. About the eguinojee\. in Alan h and September, the sun is near tbq 
Equator, and the moon, at the time of the spring tides, cannot he many de¬ 
grees from It: therefore, the tuies are then highest and most uniform in both 
iiemisplieres; highest, of cour.e, at the Kqnator, whcie the points of high 
water of both hiininaries are. and gradually diminishing toward the poles, 
where, if the earth were uniformly covered with water, there would he con* 
tiiiuul low n'ater at those seasons. 

b About mid summer, in the northern hemisphere, the suii is vertical 
about 22 degiees north of tiie l.qiiator; and the new moon is, on the average,- 
che same; hut the full moon is. on tlie average, as f.ir on the south side of the 
h quator. Tiiereiore, atiout mid-summer, the spring tides at new moon, will 
be highest in the noriiiern heinisuheie; and those a^ full moon in the souiheriv 

c. About mid-winter, the circumstances mentioned m the last article 
will he reversed. 

6. The paths, or orbits, of the earth and monn, are not circles, but 
eclipses or ovals; and. therefore, the sun and moon must he both nearer to the 
earth at some times tlian at others, 't'lie point where ihe earth is nearest to 
the sun is called its perihehon, and the point where the moon is nearest to the 
earth is called its perigee. The eai lli being lu its periiieiioii, causes an increase 
of the .solar tide, and cite moon being in us perigee, causes an incieaseof the 
lunar: because the disrurhing force increases inversely as the cube of (he 
disiani'e. 

The perihelion takes place in a revolution of days, and the perigee 

in one ef 2dj: days ; therefore, they soinetiine.s coii'Cide, and sometimes not; 
and when they do coincide, it in.iy he at any time of the moon’s age. The 
calculation, from tlie inequalities of motion and distance, especially of (he 
moon, is intricate: hut the result is, that when they coincide at a spring tide, 
they may augment it about one-seventh ; while, when the luminaries are at 
their greatest distance ata spring tide, it may bediminished atiout one seventh. 

7 . It is only on wide oceans that the regular motion of the lid^s from east 
to west call take {dace; for the shores of the laud throw them ittto so many 
irregukiities, that at some places there are no tides, at others tliey rise to a 
great Ueight: soinctiines there are dnulile tides; and sometimes only one in 
tiveot\-four hours. So that the time of high-water spring-tides at atiV' place 
must be found by observation; and in rfvers and narrow seas, floods and 
stm rns may very much alter lioth the time fthd height of th| 1,1^*) The ave. 
rage from high water to high water, or low water to low' water, ie ajjamt 
.twelve hours, twenty-four minutes: and jthat from high to low, or low td'hlgh, 
SIX houi-s. twelve minutes; but when a curreoi either of the«ea or.a river, eeie 
Lone, way with the tide, the way that it sets is always of the loiig!^t^.lduisauen.. 
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It mu!(t1>e Yxvrnefn mind that, having the ohfltrtieti'ons of the lai^d out 
of the acciHuit, the hi$![h waters, both of the sun and the moon, are pd¥nt«; 
land that the low water of each is a circnmference of the earth. From this it 
is evident that, if both luminaries are over the Fqnator, the high waters of 
hath will be on the J qiiator, whatever may be their distance eastward or west* 
ward (as arising from the moon's age, or distance from the sun) , and that 
the low waters of both will pass throu^ the poles, at which there will, of 
coni-se, be no tides. At those times there will be an extreme, or top of high 
water only at the F^quator ; and thus the two luminaries, acting directly toge< 
ther at spring tides, and directly opposite at ueap tides, will cause the former 
to be higher and the latter loner than at times when one or both of thelilmi- 
naries have declination from the 1 qnatur. When either of the luminarils has 
declination either north or south of the Fqnator the upper high water of that 
luminary mnst decline as many decrees to the .same side of the Kquator, and 
the under high water the same nnmher of degrees to the other side. In these 
cases there will be two latitudes on opposite sides of the Fqnator, each dis* 
tout from that ly the declination, and distant from each other by twice 
the declination round which the top of high water will revelve. At those 
times too, the low water of each luminary will fall as many degrees 
tis the declination bvyand the pole tosvard which the luminary declines, 
and fall the same nnmher of degrees short of the other pole. By these 
means the whole tide will be lower when the luminaries have different 
declinations, because each will diminish the high water of the other in the 
direction of north and south ; and the upper tides will he highest at new moon, 
dtid the under tides at full. These differences will increase, both with the 
declination and the latitude. At mid-.viimmer and mid-winter they will hdt^ 
arrived at their maximum, and at the distance from the poles equal to fhe 
'mean declination of the sun and moon, there will be only one high water in a 
lunar day, that is, the high waters will be about 24 hours 49^ minutes asunder. 

The motion of the tide is not accompanied by an actual transfer of the 
't^hole water; for that would produce, at the Fqnator. a current of about one 
thousand miles an hour.' The wave of tide is sometimes moved tn one diree* 
timi, while the great mass of the water is moved in the other by an Under 
tjorrent; just as one may often see the ripple which the wind causes, blowu 
against the current of a river. 

2- Common Rules for finding the time of lUgh~u oter. ' 

To determine this time, these elements are necessary ; — 

1. The time of high-water at full or change, is found by bbservatiom 
and to be accurate, it must he the mean of many observations made at 
different times of the year, and in different states of the weather. 

2. The moon's age on the proposed day. 

'Fhe time after nonii when the moon shall arrive at the south. 

The .Moojr’s a«e is found, by adding the epaet for the year, (the moOA’f 
age on the 1st of Jatnmry.) to the epact for the month, (the age of the moon 
it>n the first of the month if it had been new moon on the Ist of January.) 
and the dav of the month. If the sum be less than a lunar mouth, it'is the 
muon s age ; but if greater, take a lunar month from it, aud the remainder ii 
the miKui’s age.

TERRESTRIAL LATmUJES AND LONGITUDES. 

Thb following preliminary definitions will be found useful by those who 
have not studied the principies of mathematical pluenology. 

1 . The earth is very nearly a globe, having its mean diameter, or mea* 
sure through the centre, 7.01'J nines, very nearly; and its mean circumference^ 
or the meaonre round it, 24 970 miles, or in round numbers 25.000 miles, A 
degree is the BOOth part of a circumference ; tints, a degree of the earth’s cir.. 
curaference is 69i mWes, very nearly. A degree is understood to be divided 
into 60 minntes, whicii iit the eartlt’s cuTiuuference. are called naulicaf or 
gtogrerphicnl miles; and the tniinite is divided into 60'seconds- For oommoti 
purpo-se-s, a degree may be called 70 -English miles.*8nd then a minute will be 
2,053| yards, ami a second 34^ yards. Half a circumference or a semicircle^ 
is, of course, 189 degrees, and a quarter, or quadrant, 90. All circles, whe* 
ther large or small, are divided into the same number of degrees, minutes, 
smd seconds. 

2. The earth turns round the same diameter, at a uniform rate of mo« 
tion, every 23 hours, 56 mi lines, nearly. The extremities of this diameter, 
(which, though a mere imagiHary line, is called the axis of rotation,) arecalU 
edthepo/es, from a Greek word signifying to turn. The daily rotation of 
the earth from west to east causes an apparent motion of the heavenly bodies 
fnim east to west, and they all apjtear to revolve round the pales of the hea¬ 
vens; that is, the points to which the axis of the earth is directed 

3 . At whatever part of the sea or tlie land one may bo, a heavy weight; 
SO suspended by a string as that it conebes nothing, stretches^ the string so, 
that the weight end points very nearly to the centre of ths'"^eaEth, and tha 
other, or upper end. to the middle of the sky over us. 

4. The horizon is the ciucle which, if we upon perfectly level ground, 
divides the upper half (or hemisphere) of the sky, which we, see, from thm 
under half, which we do not, see. The Zenith, to which the upper end of the; 
string points, is in the centre of the Hrst ; and the Nadir^ to which tb(| 
weight end of the string points. i.s in the centre of the second. 

5. From the zenith to the horizon is 90 degrees ; the measure across th« 

zenith from horizon to honsoM is 180 degr^s; and the measure from any 
point in tlie horizon to the opposite point is we same. - , 

C- If line stand upon one pole of the earth, that pole of the heavena 
will be in the zenith, and the other one in the nadir. If we stand, at any 
number of degrees distaniie from a pole of tlMi earth, that pole of theheavtua 
*iil^ be as many degree* from the aeoith*. 
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IT noe stand miaway between the poles of the earth, the north pold df 
^e naavens will be lii the north point of the horizon, and the stittih 'p(»}e iMP 
t/hfe heavens ill the south point.—A circumference of the earth pu!(siii^ thnuigH 
all the points that are equally distant from both poles is called the Eqnetitr oP 
the earth; and the circumterence of the heavens ,directly over it is called the 
tdettitU Equator. The first of'these divides the earth into two {equal hetms-t 
pt^e$^ a north and a soitih; and the last divides the heavetreiti tire same way^ 
1 he corresponding pole is ill the centre of the hemisphere, whether t»f lh '0 
earth or the heavens. 

7* II one stands at any number of degrees distance from.the Equator, 
the nearest jnile will be that number of degrees iibnve the horixon, and the 
other pole the same mimlier below. lienee everv ciiange of place, northward 
or southward, will cause aii alteration in ilie elevation of the pole, with reeard 
to the horizon ; Init no alteration will be made l»v a change eastward or west¬ 
ward, if the same distance from the pide (tir I'quator^ be preserved. 

8. A line drawn directly iioitii and sontb is called a merMian line, be¬ 
cause it points to the pla-e of the sun at 12 at noon, or mid-day. If such a 
Hne were supposed to be coutioued northward ami southward to the poles, it 
would be a half circnniferenre of the earth ; tlie i'quator would divide it in thg 
middle, and all the points titiongh which it passed would be directly north 
and south of each other, li a line were supposed to he drawn, in the 
heavens, directlv oin nU t ic points of a meridian, that would be the corres¬ 
ponding oeksltal meridian^ and would pass through the poles of the heavens. 
It the inei idiaii on earth and the celestial meridian were both continued coin- 
piecely routidj they would be circles ; and the former would divide the earth, 
attd the latter the heavens, into an eastern and a western lieinispheiw. 

9. As the meridians of all places jiass through tlie poles, and as the 
poles are points, all meridians must meet one another in these. Lines and 
circles that meet one another are said to form an anffle. That angle is the 
ftieasiire of the ittoltnation of the one to tlie other. Thus, tfte aiurle which 
•ny two meridians make, with each other is measured by the part of the, 
Equator that lies between them, and counted in degrees, minutes, &c. 

10. As the whole heavens appear to revolve round the poles in 24 hours 
nearly, a tweuty.fourth part must pass any point, as. for instance, the south 
piMut, ill one hour. B«t the tweuty.fourth pan of 300 is 15; iherefoi'e. Ift 
degrees of the heaveoc must apparently pass the south, or meridian every, 
kour nearly. 

W'heti we cannot see one place from another, or measure the drstaricd 
between them by a rod or line, we can determine them by knowing the posi- 
ttoiia of both on the earth’s surface. As, for instance, a nmn living in 
Imndmi wishes to know iiow far it is to Jerusalem or Alexico,. and in what 
diepotimis those places lie from London ; op a 'saiior, in the middle of the 
Atlantic, withes to know how he can find his way to the I^aod's End in 
Coniwatl, or to Kingston in the Island of Jamaica. In either case, h« can 
acHher sec the direction iior measure the distance directly ; and thus, if hw 
kwd ttot some means of ascertaining them, travelling slid sailing would be 
At an end. ^ 

Wkert, as in these cases, we cannot i>oitit out the direction, or measure 
^e distance directly, we find how far the one place is north or south of the 
Ather, and allb how far it is east or west; and when we hare ontas foo.ird' 
^ese. we can calculate the others. The distance north or south is found, by. 
Ilmt finding how far each place is north or sonth of the iquator, and then 
piKing this turn, if they are on opposite sides, or the difference, if they are on 
And the distance epst or west is funrtd, by first findiiig the 
e^le that is made at the pole V>y the meridians of two places, or, which is 
i iking, by finding what portion of the Kanator lies between their 

neridiaiui. •• 

* TlieXATtTUDK'rtf any place is its distance froiti the Equator; and is

pole.. iJrt place can have more than 90 degrees of latitude; neither can t^o 
places lie more than 180 degrees asunder. , 

The latitude is easily found, by observing the height of the sun, thcf, 
moon, or any other celestial body, when it is on the meridian. 

The height of the pole above the horizon is equal to the latitude of the place!, 
This mgy be ascertained by observing the greatest and least elevations abovtf 
the horizon of the pole>star, or any other star which never sets. Half tho* 
sum of these elevations is equal to the height of the pole, or the latitude. 

When we take our measurement of the latitude of any celestial body, 
(which is effected by means of an instrument which measures angles.) vre must 
previously know how far that celestial body is from the celestial Equator. The* 
distance of any celestial body from the cele.stial Equator, is called iti> deoHnaticn 
and in north or souths according to the situation of the body. If the decliria^ 
tion lie of the same kind with the latitude, we must siAitract it from the’' 
height of the body when on the meridian ; and if it be of the opposite 
we must add it; the difference between the result and 90 degiees. is thellili* 
tilde. In every method, when our observation requires to be aconrata, WS* 
must make other corrections ; as. we must allow for the dip or height we 
above the mean surface of the earth ; for the half diameter of the body, if we 
take the outside or limb of it instead of the centre; for the refraction, or beiida 
intr of the light on passing through the atmosphere ; and for the parallax^ op 
difference of position in the bodv, as seen from the surface of the earth, and, 
from) the centre. All these matters are, however, inserted and explained in.- 
the tables that are used by seamen and others, who have occasion accurately 
to find the latitude. 

Fpr common purposes, all degrees of latitude may he considered as of 
the same length; but as, in reality, tiie earth is a little flattened toward tiia . 
poles, it takes a passage over rather a larger space theie, to make thesamo 
angular distance. 

The LONGITUDE of a place is much more diffumlt to find than the lati-- 
tilde, becaiAe here we liave no point fixed by nature from which to begin. 
We are, therefore, obliged to take the meridian of some particular place as 
a first meridian ; find the longitudes of other places bv ohservaiiou. and' 
count them from that. It is indifferent what place, we take, and ilierefore, 
British geographers and sailors lake the meridian of the Roval Oliservatory, 
at Greenwich. Most other nations reckon from their chief city; but it ! 
Would be much more convenient if the first meridian were the same with 
all 5 at least it would sove the trouble of adding or subtracting thedifl^a. 
ranee. Thus, in reducing French longitudes, which are reckoned from*’ 
Paris, to English, 2® 20 24must be added, if thev are east; and the samo 
must lie subtracted if tliey are west. 

i. he general method of finding the difference of longitude is. to find th.^ '* 
d'^wenoe of time between the two places. The sun. by the motion of which ' 
tippe is nsitalljr measured, apparently comes from the east. .^Consequentlv, . 
it must he noon,, or any other hour at the easternmost place'^' before it is at, 
the westernmost. The different, as has been slated, is 15 degrees for aa 
in^ir, four minutes of time for a degree, fifteen minutes of lougiiude to a 
munite of .time, or, under the Equator, about 510 yards for a second of time^.n^ 
Thes^ numbers are near enough for purposes of explanation, but for all pup- f * 
p^es of computation, they require to correspond with the accurate period ef. 
thp revolution of the earth upon its axis, 

\*P'hea the celestial bodiM are visible, it is always easy to find thB«*aok .i‘ 
time at the place of observation, whether that place be on land or at sea ; And. j ■ 
therefore, if it were possible to convey the exact time at the first meridiaa 
over the world, the longitude would be easily found. ''

Thare ara leVaral other roethods:—the eclipses of the sun, the aeltpsea 
of the satellites of Jupiter, the distance of the sun and niooii, and the die* 
tanoa of the moon from certain known stars. These can all be coinputedi 
beforehand ; and they are inserted in the nautieal almanacs, for the benefit of 
aearaen. But eclipses of the sun happen very seldom; t^ eclipses of the 
aatellites of Jupiter cannot be observed at sea, in consequence of the motion 
of tho ship ; the method mostly resorted to is derived from oimerving the dis¬ 
tance of the TMOon from a star. Those distances are marked in the nautical 

S ^anac, with the times at Greenwich when they take place, and by making 
he proper coinections for refraction, parallaSi and the other circumstances 
xpentioued, the hxngitude may he found by the difference between the time at 
vrhich they are oliserved, and that stared at the first meridian. Thus, if any 
position oi the moon and a star be stated iu the nautical almanac to take 
place at Greenwich at I 3 at night, and if, after all corrections, the same be 
foun d to take place at 4 in the morning, the place of observation will be in 
fiWPegrees east longitude nearly, finch are the principles, but the details 
too minute for being noticed here. 

The degrees of longitude are not all of the same length. The meridians 
ipeet at the pole, and are at the greatest distance as under at the Equator ; 
therefore, as the latitude increases, the longitude becomes less and less, and 
GPnseqiieutlv, an error in tbe longitude liecomes a smaller inimher of miles. 
At latitude 60 the degree of l<iiigitude is half of what it is at tbe equator,—, 
where upon the supposition, that the earth is a perfect globe, it is equal to a 
ftegree of latitude. The decrease is moat rapid toward the poles, and at the 
pule itself the degree of longitude has no length whatever. 

The principles of mathematical geograpiiy are more fully detailed in the 
treatise on that subject, published by the Society for the Diffusion of Useful 
Knowledge ; and to that treatise tve refer our readers for the explanation of 
Kiaiiy points thatconld here only be slightly noticed.

are all thoroughly aware nf t'e necessity of breathing; and the 
Sgreeahle freshness and reviving iiifinenre of tlie pure morniiit; air must emu 
vince us, that the lireathing a pure atmosnhere is condii 'ive to health ; yet we 
as carefully exclude the air from onr houses as if its approach were iioxioiis. 
Intending to shut out the inclemencieN of the weaiiier only, iii u'lr care to 
guard ourselves from the external air, we hinder that renewal of the 
etmospliere which ia necessary to prevent its becoming stagnant and unfi.t to 
atipport animal life. 

Few persons are aware bow very necessary a thorough ventilation is to 
the preservation of healtli. We preserve life without fond for a considerable 
time, but keep us without air for a very few minutes and we cease to exist. 
It i.s not enough that we have air, Wt* must have /resk air; for the pfiuciple 
bv which life is supported is taken from the air during the act of hreethiiig. 
One fourth only of the atmusphei'e is capable.pf supporting life; the renjaiiu 
der serves cp dilute the ppre vital air, attd render it morp .fit 40j^ia rel^»ired. 
Vk. Ijull grown nau tajuA ifito hia luugs uearly a piut pf idr each time 
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tireatheii; and when at rest, he makes about twenty inspirations in a mi¬ 
nute In the lungs, by an appropriate apparatus, the air is exposed to the ac- 
tion of the blood, which changes its purer part, the vital air, (oxygen gas,) 
into fixed air, (carbonic acid gas,) which ia not only unfit to support animal 
life, but is absolutely destructive of it. An admirable provision of the great 
Author of nature is here visible, to prevent this exhausted and now poisonous 
air from being breathed a second time :—while in the lungs, the air receives 
BO much heat as makes it specifically lighter than the pure atmosphere; it 
coHsequently rises above nur heads during the short pause between throwing 
out the breath and drawing it in again, and thus secures to us a pure draught. 
By the care we take to shut out the external air fyoin our houses, we prevent 
the escape of the deteriorated air, and condemn ourselves to breathe again and 
Ag^in the same contaminated, unrefreshing atmosphere. 

Who that has ever felt the refreshing effects of tlie morning air can won¬ 
der at the lassitude and disease that follow the continued hreathiiig of the 
pestiferous atmosphere of crowded or ill-ventilated apartments? It is only 
necessary to observe the countenances of those who inhabit close rooms and 
bouses, the squalid hue of their skins, their sunken eyes, and their languid 
movements, to be sensible of the had effects of shutting out the external air. 

Besides the contamination of the air from being breathed, there are other 
matters which tend to denreciate its purity: these are the effluvia constautly 
passing off from the surface of animal bndies, and the combustion of candles 
and other hnrning substances On going into a bed room in a morning, soon 
after the occupant has left his bed, though lie be in perfect health, and hahitu- 
adly cleanly in his person, the sense of smelling never fails to be offended with 
the odour of animal effluvia with which tlie atmosphere is cHa^ed. There is 
another cause, perhaps, still more striking, when a person, fresh from the morn¬ 
ing air enters a coach, in which several persons have been close-stewed during 
a itmg night He who has once made the experiment will never voluntarily 
repeat it. The simple expedient of keeping down both windows hut a single 
half-inch would prevent many of the colds, and even fev'ers, which this inju¬ 
rious mode of travelling ofieii produces. Oiit.ude pa.sseiigers, though they 
may suffer a little more from cold and w’et, generally escape these every-day 
complaints of those who pay double their fare. If under such circumstances 
the air is vitiated, how much more injuriously must it.s'quality be depreciated 
when several persons are confined to one room, where there is an utter neglect 
of ciaitniiness; in which cooking, washing, and all other domestic affairs are 
uebessarily performed ; where the windows are immovable, and the door is never 
opened hut while some one rs passing tliroiigh it! On entering such a den of 
filth, the nose is saluted by a stench so horrible, as to make any person, unused 
to it, recoil and pause before he ventures in; hut the wretched inhabitant has his 
sense of smelling so blunted, that he does not perceive that, with every breath 
he t4ike8, he inhales a poison, which is sapping the vigour of his body, and 
destroying the energies of his mind. 

Can we wonder that, with such absolute neglect, all the diseases of per¬ 
sons so situated should he of a dangerous character P or that the mind should 
be dispirited, and that the man should fly to drams for relief from the burtbea 
tviiich he finds to he weighing him down ? 

It may be taken as a wholesome general rule, that whatever pruducesa 
disigreeable impression on the sense of smelling, is nnfavoiiraVde to health. 
Ttfat sense was doubtless intended to guard us against the dangers to which 
we are liable from vitiation of the atmosphere. If we have, by the same 
a sense of gratification from other subjects, it ought to excite 
our admiration of the beneficence of the Deity, in thus making nur senses 
•era^Hke double purpose of affording us pleasure and yeciirity ; for the latter 
elnrlpight just as effectually have been answered by our being only susceptible 
of'jhiinful impressions. 

To keeu the atmosphere of our houses free from contamination, it is not 
st^l^clent that we secure a frequent renewal of the air-all matters which ran 
iaiiu'e its {mriiy uost be carefully letaoved. The lidea of bed* should itos 
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be' allowed to remain unchanged till it hae lost all appearance oF ever having 
been white, or of ever having had anv '*'ith the waah)iig tub., 

The contents of chamber-vessels should nut. be lett in the house an instant,, 
if it be possible, and certainly not in the room of a sick person: every ino«, 
ment they remain they fill the air with a filthy odour, which is little less than j. 
poisonous to ail who breathe it. 

Those who have but one apartment in which they must, of necessity,.per« 
form all the domestic duties, should l*o cartful to remove all matters that are. 
oiFensive in smell; as cabbage water, dirty soapsuds. &c ; they should indeed, 
if possible, avoid washing in the room they live in. For the same reason, 
drying clotlies in-duors should hr avoided. 

Flowers, in water, and living plants, in pots, greatly injure the purity of 
the air during the night, by giving out large quantities of an air, (carbouin 
acid,) similar to that which is .separated from the lungs by breathing, which, 
as before stated, i.s highly noxtous. On this account thej should never be 
kept in bed rooms : there are instances of peisons, who have iucaiitiously gone 
to sleep in a close room, in which there has been a large growing plant, having 
been found dead in the tnorniug, as effectually suflocated as if there had been 
a charcoal stove in the room. 

A constant renewal of the air is absolutely necessary to its purity t for tA 
all situations it is suffering, either by its vital part being absorbed, or by int> 
pure vapours being disengaged and dispersed tliruiigh u. FcrMaitOit, ihert-, 
fore, resiilvei itself into the seouring a constant supplg of fresh air. 

In the coiisiiuctiou of houses, especially in those built for the poor, this 
great object has 4 ^een too genei ally overlooked, when, by a little coutrivauoa 
in the arrangemeuc of windows and doois, a current of air might, at any 
time, be made to pervade every loom of a house of any dimensions. Rooms 
cannot bo well ventilated that have no outlets for the air ; for this reason 
there should be a chiinney to every apartment. The windows should be capa» 
ble of lieiog opened, and they should, if possible, be situated on the side of 
the room opposite to, and furthest from, the fire-plaie, that the air may trat- 
verse the whole space of the apartment in its way to the chimney. 

Fire places in bed.rooms should not be stopped up with chimney-boards. 
The windows should be thrown open for some hours every day, to carry off. 
the animal effluvia vvhich are necessarily separating from the bed-clothes, and 
which should be as.<usted in tiieir escape by the bed being shaken up, and the 
clothes spread aiiroad, in which state they should remain as long as possible 4 
this IS the reverse of the usual practice of making the bed, as it is called, io, 
tile morning, and tucking it iip close, as if with the determination of preveiu 
ting any purification from taking place Attention to this direction, with re> 
gai-d to airing the bed-clothes and bed after being slept in, is of the greatest 
importance to persons of weak health. Instances have been known in whicU 
restlessness and an inability to find refreshment from sleep wnula come On 
eiich, individuals when the linen of their beds had been unchanged fur eigVit 
or ten days. In oue case of a gentleman, of a very irritable habit, who suffer¬ 
ed from excessive perspiration during the night, and who had taken much me-, 
diuine without relief, he observed that, for two or three nights after he had 
fresh sheets put upon his bed, he had no sweating; and that, after that time, 
he never awoke, but that he was literally swimuiing, and that the sweats 
aeemed to increase with the length of time be slept in the same sheets. By 
not permitting him to sleep in the same sheets or night clothe.^ more thatt 
twice without their being washed, he instantly Lost this debilitating affection. 

Various means are had recourse to at times, with the intentiou of eoiw 
recting disagreeable smells, and of purifying the air of sick rooms- JDiffnsitig 
the vapour of viuegar through the air, by plunging a hut poker iato.&ve^Bel 
oontaiiiing it; burning aromaiii; vegetables, smoking tobacco, and e»loditig 
gunpowder, are the means usually employed- AH these are useless. The ex¬ 
plosion pf-tguupowder may, indeed, do something, by displachig the dir with¬ 
in ^aregch of its influence; but theoi unfortunately, an urIs produced bj. 
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ita cnmbustion, that is as offensive, and eq<iaily unfit to support life as any air 
it can be used to remove. These expedients only serve to disguise the really 
offensive ooudition of the atmosphere. The only certain means of purifying 
the air of a cbambef' which is actijally ocnipied by a sich pdrsoii, is by chang¬ 
ing it in Such a manner that the patient shall not be directly exposed to the 
■draughts or currents. 

Chemistry has furnished the means of purifying the air of chambers in 
which persons have been confined with contagious diseases, so as to destroy 
the noxious power of the effiuvia generated in such situations, and thus of 
preventing the disease from extending. This will be accomplished,by attend¬ 
ing carefullv to the following directions — 

Close all the windows and doors of the room Intended to lie purified, ex¬ 
cept the one by which you propose to retreat, and make uu the aperture of the 
chimney or fire-place, exceot for about an inch or two at the bottom. Having 
put three table spoonsful of common salt, (muriate of soda,) rubbed tine, in¬ 
to a shallow dish, place it upon the floor of the apartment,—if with a few hot 
cinders lieneath it, the better; and then pour, at once, upon the .salt, a quar¬ 
ter of a pint of strong oil of vitriol {snlphurie acid) ; retire, and close the 
room for forty-eight hours. Iinmediatelv the acid is poured upon the salt a. 
pungent vapour, (chlorine,) is given out freely, which is extremely uupleasaiit 
to bi^athe, and very destructive to most metallic surfaces. It is on this ac¬ 
count that the operator should leave the apartment quickly, and that all the 
iron and bras|. furniture should be previously removed. This vapour conti- 
ifiies forming for many hours, and diffusing itself completely through all 
p^rts of the room, effectually destrovs the matter on which inljiictioii depends: 
n't the expiration of about forty-eight hours, the room may be entered, the 
doors and windows thrown ojieii, and a fire made in the chimney, in order 
that the apartment may be perfectly ventilated. It may then be safely occu* 
pied. The above quantity of salt, &c. is quite sufficient fora chamber of 
the usual size; for a much larger room, double the quantity, divided into 
two vessels, should be used. The merely offeusive odour of sick rooms, or 
of sLny'other apartments, mav be readily corrected, by placing in them plates 
containing the chhrosodiac solution oj Labaruque, which is now well known 
in this country. 

But no fumigation will be of any avail in purifying stagnant air, or air 
that has been breathed till it has been deprived of its vital part; such air 
must be driven out, when its place should be immediately supplied by the fresh, 
jmre atmosphere. The readiest means of changing the air of an apartment is 
liy lighting afireiti it, and then throwing open the door and windows; this 
will set the air in motion, by estabiishmg a current up the chimney. The air 
which has been altered by being breatiied is e.ssential to vegetable life; and 
plants, aided by the rays of the sun, have the power to absorb it, while 
• they themselven, at the same time, give out pure vital air. This process, go¬ 
ing on by day. the reverse of that described before, as taking place during the 
night, is continually in operation, .so that the purification of the atmosphere 
call only'be prevented by its being preserved in a stagnant state. 

‘ In thcetmuiry, there are other circumstances which require to be attended 
tw besides cleauhness m the house, and the tree admission of the air into it at 
all times. Cate iiughi to be taken that nothing be allowed to exist yery near 
hottse that can i. juie the purity of, or produce humidity in, the atmos. 
pner^^; heaps of putrefying vegetables, dunghills, pools and ditches of stag¬ 
nant watetv. privies and open drains, furnish a constant supply of the exhal- 
tsl^fnilie which produce fever. In hot seasons, especially, every breeze in tiioh 
jnilf^hiMirhoods must carry poison with it. These things are much too com- 
htfore the dwors of cottages, and even of larger houses* Those who 
bv^l^ houses fur the poor would do well to choose situations sufficiently elevat¬ 
ed tO khew the watte waters to be drained off with facility: without this, 
si^v intMt istaga§|Mi khd putrefy^ to the danger of the health the inhabU 
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PA&T XI.

NATURE AND USE OF CHRONOLOGY. 

The term CHRONOLosy is made up of two Greek words, Chronos, “ time,* and Logot, IHe>- 
rally “ word," or • description so that the simplest definition of its nieaninR is. the btobt or* 
TIME,— or the narrative of the succession of recorded events, in their proper order, noticing thn 
portions of lime that elapse between them. 

As the past is onr only safe guide for the present, and our only nsefnl key to the future, the- 
story of time, or the consideration of events, in the onicr in which they happen, becomes a- 
matter of the utmost importance. Even to onr merely historical knowledge, that is, our know¬ 
ledge of the events thencselves, and without any reference to the comparison of them together,' 
chronology IS important, because, wtihout that, our knowledge is not correct But when we 
wish to turn our historical knowledge to a praclic at use, by reflertiug upon the causes and ro- 
•nlts of human actions, chronology becomes indispensable Tlie great praclical use of past'' 
events is the effect (hat the a/t/rcsrfeiii event bus upon the consequent; sxxA if we mistake tho ' 
order of succession, (and whete we have no information we are more likely to be wrong than 
right,) we are in a win ..e condition than it we had no mturmufinn w'hatever,—we are in a similar 
condition to a man travelling along the road from London to Dover, in order to arrive at Liver¬ 
pool,—farther from the object we wish to arrive at, than if we had not moved at all. 

Now, men seldom take the first stop in any art or science, until they are goaded on by 
necessity ; and a.s the nse of chronology is philosophical, and thus does not appear till men be¬ 
gin to compare the former events with the latter, and draw rnnriusions, it cannot be known 
among very illiterate nations, and could not be known in the early ages of the world. The me- 
nsories of the inhabitants of the South Sea Islands do not extend backwards above an age or 
two; and even then they are vague, not agreed about the events themselves, or informed as to 
the intervals between them. Of the recorded events of the early ages of the world, the informa¬ 
tion is Bo very uncertain, that the most a cute and laborious inquirers into the suhyect are at 
vviance. 

Before the stoiy of time can be known, we must know something of time itself; we must 
know how to compare two portions or periods of it, so as to be able to any either, that they are of 
equal length, or that the one is longer than the other, and how much longer it is. In order to 
do' this, we must fix upon some stanilard of which the length is known; and pa we cannot keep 
a portion of time by us to apply to other portions as we do a Standard pound for weight, or n 
ataudard bushel for dry measure, we must have recourse to some event which we ‘ 
have reason for believing does not take up a longer period at one time than at another,— 
such as the rotation of the earth upon its axis, the revolution of the moon round .tin 
earth, or that of the earth round the sun. Of the absolute equality of any two portions 
of time, whatever may be the event by which they are measured, we never ean be Mr- 
tain; 'because we cannot be In possession of two of them at once so as to compare them 
together. If we ean find no other ditrerence between the events, we bare no to believe 
that ^ tinMato wUth tliey happen are oi different lengths; and tUs' negsitlVe' piMfls aO that" 
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w eu get, In nslng Use mewrarcs of time, we observe the eamr mettod as with other measures. 
If the period be less than a day. we mention the number of hours, or parts of an hour, that are in 
it; if it be of moderate length, such as the life of a Miin, We count it in years ; and if it he long, 
we count it in centuries, or hundreds of years. 

Though to all nations, the vations lengths of the d»y, aanrlsirig from the rotation of the 
eorth, of the month, as arising from the revolution of the moon; and of the year, as arising from 
the revolution of the earth, be each dependent upon the same oause; and though, as the other cir- 
cumstances of those causes—the spaces over which Uiose bodies pass, do not vary much the aamp 
day, or mbnth, or year, still they must be of the same length to the people of all nations, and 
there cannot be much difference between one and another , yet different nations have had differ, 
ent modes of reckoning them, Some of these differences are pointed out m Art. I. “ On the 
Calendar ” 

When a nation came to such a dggree of information and importanee, as that it felt a de.sire 
of recording the events of its own history, it generally began with some great event, as a fned 
point or Kfocii, from which It counted the era or siicces.sion of poctiunsof time, all presumed to 
be equal, and each equal to that which the nation happened to lake for a standard. The day 
lifing the portion with which people are most familiar, and also the one of which the appearance 
is the most striking—light and darkness being the greatest of all contrast—most nations madfr 
the day the absolute measure, but as the day is rather short for measuring long intervals,, 
C^generally bad periods of so many days, and of so many times these again, coiresiionding 
with, or ratliei- having some resemblance to, our weeks, months, and years. 

As an exact number of times of the rotation of the earth is not routainedin Ute revoiutioa 
of the moon, and as an exact number of times of either this loteliou or this revolution is not cm. 
tainad in the revolution of the earth, eras which are reckoned in terms of either of these fixed 
periods, do not agree with each other. In oilier words, as days, lunar months, and years, aro 
not even parts or multiplies of each other, two eras which are counted, one in so many timaa 
of one of these, and the other in so many times of another, cannot lie made to agree, so as to point 
out the time at which smy event happens, without making corrections for the fractional dif> 
ferencas. The period of time in w hich those fractional differences amount to an unit of the 
shorter measure, is called a cycle —See Art. II, 

Those nations among whom the Christian religion has been disseminated, have, ever sinev 
it* introduction, abandoned «!] eras, save tbat wbicb began at the birth of oui- Saviour. This is 
caJIed the Christian era ; and when the date or number of the year is spoken of in a solemn or 
formal manner, the words Anno Domini, or the cuntraction A D., meaning "the year of th» 
Lord s are prefixed to the number, to distinguish it from other eras. When we count front 
birth of our Saviour backward, we either put B. C., ‘ before Christ,* or Anno on/c Cbristvmi 
A. A. C., which is the same. Events are sometimes dated from the creation of the world ^ mat 
the term Anno Mundt, A. M , that is, * year of the world, ” prefixed to the date v bat as opinion 
is divided as to the precise date of the creation, in terms of the Christian ersi, the commenee* 
■lent of that era is considered as the preferable epoch. 

To And the distance of any event—if it be before the birtll of onr Saviour, odd tiie date'of it 
to the date of the year; if after, subtract; the sum in the first case, as the diflh rew m in the so. 
ooad, is the time from the present date, or the distance of the event. 

■ As the bf file nations of antiquity have become obsolete, and as the principal events in 
their hbtoftoahave been reduced to the respective years of the Ohrktian era, either before or af.

That upon the Assistant Surgeon presenting himself to Dr. Chambers, he be required to 
produce to him satisfactory proof ol Ins liaviiig attended, at least, one ciinrse of lectuieson the 
practice of physic, and above all, of hi.s having attended diligently the praciiceol the physicians 
at some General Hospital in Londou, Kdinliurgh, Diihlin, or Glasgow, for at least six mouths ; 
and that unless he produce such V*>hf, it be deemed a want of proper qualiflcatiou, and bo 
immediately reported as such by the examining Physician, tO' the Committee for passing 
military appointments.” 

The Assistant Surgeon will likewise be required to attend one coarse of Dr. Gilchrist’s Lec¬ 
tures In Hindoostanee, for admission to which, he will have to pay not more than Three Ouiueas^ 
and previous to bis passing tiiu Cuiiimittee, he will be required tu produce Or. Gilchrist'see rtificate 
of bis having so attanded. 

The Assistant Surgeon will finally be required to execute covenants in the Secretary’s 
Office, and find security in two persons to the exeiit of £500, jointly and severully for the due 
performance of these covenants. 

Pabsaob Monky If the Assistant Surgeon should proceed in one of the Company’s ships, 
he will bare to pay £95 for his accommodation at the Captain’s table, or £55 for his accommo¬ 
dation at the Third Mate's mess,- and his passage money must be lodged in the hands of the Com¬ 
pany’s Paymaster, for the said Captain or Third Mate.

Resolved.—Therefbre, that, in order to prevent any atmident from the fire and lights being 
ls»pt npi beyond those iionrs, usually observed In all projier disciplined ships, it is strictly ew. 
joined, that no lire be kept up beyond eigli* at night, unless ior the use of the sick, and then only 
itt a stove, and that candles be extinguished by nin>-between decks, and ten.atlalestinthecu* 
Mns; and that the utmost precautions be obsecied to prevent their being vinble to any vessel 
passing in the nigbt 

Ttiat the hour for dinner be not Inter than two o’clock ; and when the commander of the ship 
rMlresflrom table, either after dinner or supper, the passengers and officers of the s'hiu retire 
at>o, 

l^t the captain be strictly enjoined to pay dan attention to the cnmftartahle accommodation 
nnd liberal treatment of hi* passengers, at the same time, setting them an example of sobriety and 
decorum, as he values the pleasure ofthe Court. 

That any excess or disorderly behaviour below, being equally repugnant to the good order 
and dlscipUne ofthe ship, will, on representation, be noticed bv tne Court of Directors, and not 
fkR to inoiir ttieir displeasure. ■ 

That any improper conduct of the officers of the ship, towards Ibe passengers, or each other,' 
shall be qnietly made known to the commander, who shall weigh the circumsiancei with lippartl. 
alHy, and if concilation beineU'eciual, decide, according to tlie best of his judgment. and every 
ponon conceraed.beexpeetod quietly til conform thereto; bnt should any one think himself ng. 
l^eved thereby, hemay appeal to the Governor and Council of the first settlement the ship or- 
Itves at, or if homeward bound, to the Court of Directors 
The diversity of characters and dispositioiia which must meet on ship boaid, makes some Ve- 
atruntiipuir all nedesSary, anil any one offending against good manners, or known uNges audens.

7 . They will ocensumally visit (he Men o( (heir Companies, wijo may be lU ana 

ascertain, by personal inqiiiiy, if they ore furnished with every tiling necessary tor sick wen, 
this essential part of an Officer'^ duty, should be particularly attended to, in unhealthy situations j 
nothing being so gratifying to the Native Soldier, as to perceive tbut his OIBcer is inleresiea in 
ids wcKnre.

9. The character of the Native differs so materially from that of the European, that it 
requires lime, and attentive oliservation of the most minute circumstances, conneited with the 
benhvlourhf the Men, on all occasions, and iu all situations, to enable the European Officers to 
form a correct opinion of their fitness for promotion; but by strict attention to every part of 
their conduct, and a careful entry of every particular of a favorable or unfavorable nature, fa 
the behaviour of Individuals in this Book, it will become a pubin. Record of the greatest use, in 
preventing the promotion of unworthy Individuals, and iu encouraging tlie exertions of the active, 
intelligent, and deserving Soldier- 

10, Without some Record of ttiLs kind, an Officer, who has not been long in Command of a 
Convpany, und who is called upon to reroinmeud a Naick, or a Private tor vromotion, has selddm 
the means of usLcrtaining the character of his Men he is under the necessity of aiiplying to tlio 
Native Officers, or Pay llavildar, a mode of obtaining the required information, which is cousi* 
dered calculated to pioduce pemicmns rnii-seqiienres. 

Jl. It Will be (hr Commanding Officer's duly, to pay, and to exact attention to these Re* 
conls, and to have every jiarticular of a Man’s coodnci so fully inserted, as to leave little room 
for doubt or dispute 

12. These Bpoks will be inspected by the Commanding Officer, on the 1st of May. August, 
November, and Fein nary. 

J3, Any iiiiury that may occur to the-4rms, Ac(niitrem''iits, or Appptiintments ; of Com¬ 
panies. or any deficiency in them, with oil the informnliou the Officer may be able to obtain, of the 
cause of the loss oi iniury, is to be iiiimedialnly reported to the Quarter Master, for the Comniaml- 
ing Officer’s iuforinatioii, to enable iniu to comply with the directions contained in Oeneral 
Orders.

SECTION 21 

GENERAL REMARKS FOR THE EUROPEAN OPPICERS. 

1. A ready and chcerfiil obeili* lire to all orders from supt.rior Officers, is the first principle 
of Military discipline, if, therefore, a Subaltern should tbaiii c to Gonimand on tti.y parade, or 
duty, all itinitir Ofiicers employed on Ibc sanv duty, are expected to pay as much defereuce to bis 
oiders, as if tilt y were acting uniiei a Field Officer, Subaiteiii Officers Ciiiiimninling Platoons 
at Drill or F.xercise, may order extra Dul!, not exceeding four tlavs, tti any Man of llieir Platoon, 
who 18 uwkwntd or inattentive , und when inspct ting G..arils, may urder any Man, who is dirty, 
one dll} ’s extra Guard ; iiut if liiev (liiiik more* than tour days’ extra Drill, ar one day’s Giiard- 
iiece<<siiry, tiiey w'iil report the cucumstance, fur (he infunnatiou and orders uf the Coinmaudiiig 
Officei. 

2. In reprimanding Men, for any irregulaiity, all passionate or abusive terms are to be 
avoided 

3 Every Officer is expecteii to attend to the dress, appramnee, and behaviour of the Men 
of the Corps, on, or oil duty , and wi ether they belong to bis own < oinpaiiy or not 

4. Oiac.i rs should aiso take notice of all Guards and Sentiies of the lleginient, and report 
any neglect thnt • omes iimler their ohservniioii, (hoy slionld be equally ready to bring into uo- 
tioe, any remarkable I’lsiume I'f sttmtion ; th^y stienW watch over the general character of ihb 
Corps, and enibi-ace every ii|»|uirtom(y of evincing the interest they take in its reputation, by 
cheekuigirregulaiity and neglect, anti eucouragnig uingeuce atift aUenlion to duty, in the indi- 
vtduMA belonging to it. 

5. They should eniJeavom to iiectmie acquaihted with tlietiharacter and general behaviour, 
on duty, of the Niilivt ( omni''i.'i( ned, Non Cmiimissioned Officers, and Privates of the Corps, 
But particularly of their own ihimp miss The lieqnency of Cointnaiids and Escorts, under Eu* 
rft{»«Bii Officers, affbrds many opportunities ot acquiilug tins mforniation. 

' fi. They should, themselves, htteml to the eompiaints ol the Men, and not allow this duty 
to devolve on a Native Officer, a HavildaS^ or scrvaiii^ Blie Officer, who permits this part of 
fUsdOty to be pertorincd by another, deprives tiimscif of the best opportunity of securing the re* 
•qtect and altachinent of the Native Soldier. 

7, It should lie impressed ou the young Officer, that grievances, which to him >mBy appear 
fnvMuus, are of serious import, when couiiscted wit’u the religious prejudices of the Men; and 
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Hint, even, when the redress of such grievances is impracticable, it is stilt lo bis power to listen 
with patieuoe to the SoWier's statement, an I lo convince hint, that bis feelings have not been 

disregarded 

8 All Olhcrrs. on retiirning froin detnched dntv, are to nvtke a general R'*port of the con¬ 
duct of tiie N itive Cominissiuiii U OiH^eis and tlaviMars belonging to tliefr nslachmenf ; and ia 
ortse of having snv neglect, or aiif iinsnldinr-like conduct tn nohee, a full di-tail of every parti¬ 
cular, coiinertfd with the Individual's behavionr, is tn be entered into. 

9 There are also many points in the p-rf irnianee of « Non-Com missioned OfBcer'g duty, 
which show atteuliou.iad simrtneasi this will be noted, in a general way, in tins Report. 

10 . All young O.Hcers. onfi.'st ioining a Corps, are to etteri I the llnll, until perfectly to- 

gjuainted with the Orill of t'le It-i nut .ml C i iip.inv , Minuting O i.ird , 'Uinunl and Phitono 
£xerciS'-s; Mar. linig and Standing Salute with the Sword An Olfioer’s fitness for ioining the 
rantss ot his Kegiiiiisnt, istn be ascciUiued by his\)iiliiiig and Commaiidiiig a Platoon, in bis 
OoHiimindiiig Odiier's presence. 

11, Tiiey .should be posted, at firs! tn the Cotnnany of some old Officer, who will take eve¬ 
ry occasion to point nut lo them, the manner in wh.ih (he interior <luly of a Compniiv is conduct¬ 
ed, aii.l explain to them the nature and use of the di Icieit Hooks wlm h are kept, and of the Report* 
Which are required They will nis i, alter they have been dismissed the Drill, be sent on Com- 
niniid, under another Ollii er, to learn tli.K part oft ieir duty roi iwb years nfler they join, they 
•are to attend all Ciiurts of Inquiry, Cniiits iVlaifml, .m.1 Committeos, which may be held in the 
Jlegiineut, to learn tie* manner in wh.cli tho.se dniies are conflicted. 

12 No Otllccr to have the Comiiiiind ot charge of a Coiiipaiiy, until he sh.ill hav e done Re¬ 
gimental duty lor two years, and nei tlien, unless he has atqitued a coinpeteiit kuou.ledge of 
Hinitnoslnnee, wilhont which, his intercourse with (he Nodve ."-oldier will be i uriied Oii, in a man¬ 
ner uiisatisiaciury lo b.itti, nor will the Odicer acquire «vei the Soldier the lolliienee which it is of 
iiuporlanin he should possess. 

13 Native Commissioned or Non Commissioned tlffleers. attending to make their reports, are 
not to be detailed. The hours for making the' ciimiri'ni leports of a Corps, to be fixed, and 
all Cihcers are to be readv to leoeive them at the proper hour. 

H. Native Orticers,attending at an European Oiiieer's Quarters, on duty, which may reqnne 
their being delamod, are to be famished ".iiu a chair, and treated with the conrte.sy due to their 
artfiatioiis 

|a No Officer should detain an Orderly wh;' may be sent to him , bein|t on duty, he is Im¬ 
mediately to be sent tmck'to his Pixst 

Ifi Officers allowed Orderlies, are to use them on Public duty only • whatever duty a Sol¬ 
dier M on, be should be strictly coiilineil to it, and the most scrupulous exactness demanded, par- 
tscfitarly from an Oideily 

17. Olflceis when sick, are to bo reported sick by tlie Surgeon , and while in the sick report, 
fire not to appear in pithlu places, or public parties, 

18. Officers proceeding on leave, are to lodge a memorandum of their addre.ss in the AdlJii- 

tant’B Ottlce. • 

19. In closing those general remarks for OIGceis, it may be necessary to imprrss on thft 
minds of the young and inexperienced, how niiirli depends, ni ablative Corps. on the cuudnet 
of the Enrnpeati Officers. An attentive body of Officers will ensure attention from tbe Men; 
and hidifierence to the performance ot duty, on the part ol (he European Officers, will befallowed 
by carelessness and negligence, on that ni the Natives of all ranks. 

ao Matters purely Regimental, such as an adinunilton, or a reprimaii'l given to an Officer, 
or piiiiishineiit inflicted on Men of the Corps, ought never to bemadethe subject of conversation be 
among strangere, or out of Uie Regiment These conversations olXeii givt rise, to exaggerated 
mis-statcmeuts, affecting tbe cluuruUei ot individuals, and the credit oi the llegimeut. 


SECTION 3. 


THE ADJUTANT. 

1. It ought to be the anxious wish of every Cumuiandnnt of a Regiment, tfaat no Officer, 
who has not the requisite qualifications, should he letoniiriended for the situation of Adjutant. 
The Officer holding this appointment, ought tn possess considerable knowledge of tbe Hindoos- 
tanee language, to be well acquainted with the bnbits, customs, and prejudices of tbe Sepoys; 
to have great Command of temper, to be completely master of tbeDiill, m all its parts; and, 
above all, to feet pleasure in the pertormance of bis duty 

2, He will regulate tbe lieiiiils of all duties, that they may fall as equally as possiblcupon all. 

3 Tlie correspondence relative tb the discipline and urgsniv.atinn of tbe Corps, and ail 
Standing Orders and Instructions, ns ip the proper inode of executing its various duties, will bn 
kept in his Office. He is respodslblb for the due circulation of Orders of every descrlpliou. 

4 All Official Returns and Reports, excepting such, us appertain particularly to the Qaarte)!''' 
Master’s Depnitmeut, are to be made out und# his inspection be is also the channel of commu¬ 
nication with tlie Commanding Officer, on all points of duty. 

5. When the Corps is ordered to be under arms, he will have it properly told oft‘, and readgy 
at the hour specified; he is to examine all Detachments previously to Ibeir being delivered over 
to the Officers appointed to Command them ; aud he is responsible for tbe general clean^ieess and 
appearance of all Guards marched otfifrorn the Battalian Paraile. 

6 . He is to have tbe particular direction of the duties performed by the Serjeant Mgjor f ha 
is to attend nil Drills, and be parUcdlatly careful that tbe RecruUs ore traineiliikitriGt confor* 

Bitty with the Kegulatiou. 
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7. When Recruits are posted, or Sepoy* traniferred to Gampanies, the Adiutnnt is to send 
A Descriptive Kuil, carefully copied from the Re^mental Register, to the Officer Commaudiug 
tte Company to which the Men are posted

4 He will gothroiuli the Lines, at least twice a week, and see that they are kept clean, < 
and that no encroachments are made on the sireef.s by the erection of t.ifties, or screens of any 
kind; he will also prevent the (ioorr/ahk Iroin digging pits oi gutters lu tli" streets A place 
should be assigned to tiiese Men, iii rear of each wing of the Corps

strictly attended to.

7. Aliy di-flciency in the Anns, Acconfremenis, ^ppolntme ils, Ammnintum, or Camp Equi¬ 
page of the Corps, he is to report to the Comm Hiding Odn cr, with such inforiniitinn as he may 
have been able to obtain, as to the cause of the h>,ss, nr injury 

8. He is to furnish every Offlrer proceeding on Command, with a written Statement of the 
Public stores, of every description, sent with his Detachment, 

9. Of the duties of Interpreter, the explanation of all Onlers In plain language, is one of 
'the most important, If this be done carelessly, or unintelligibly, the very object of publishing 

Itese Orders wilt be defeated, for, if they are nut distinctly understood by tbe Men, they cannot 
be attended to. or obeyed. 

10. The Interpreter will also consider it Ins duty, to make out Petilionsof all kinds for the 
Men. Any Native Commissioned, Non-Cnmmissioiied Officer, or Sepoy, ri'qiiiring a Petition to 
be prepared, is to apply to th' Officer Coiuinaiidtitg his Company, who will give him a Letter to 
the Interpreter mentlmiiag his request. 

11- The Interpreter is to sign all Petitions, as exa^il^,,. and subm it them to tlie Com- 
manditlg Offieer, fur signature. 

12. All Petitions are to be copied into a book, to be kept for the purpose, in which tbe date 
of theirtl^tcb by dawk, is to be marked.

3 He will order the Native Officer of the day, to visit them at noon, and about midnight, 
and to be particularly careful to repuit any in gleet 

4 He will visit the Hjspilul, nod see Itmt the Men are furnished with proper Cots; that the 
Hospital, and its immediate vicinity, are clean, and free fnnn filth of any kind. 

S. On visiting (bo Hospital, he is to pass leisurely through it, and to ascertain, by personal 
inquiry of the Men, whether theydiave any caii.se for complaint, or are tn want of any thing This 
is an important part of his duty in visiting Hospital, which is not limited to merely riding up 
to it, and ascertaining the. number of sick, from the Non Commissioned Officer on duty'. 

(). A Menioraudnm is to be inserted at the foot of the Officer’s Report, slating the hour at 
which the Hospital was visited, and that the necessary questions were asked, with the complaiata^ 
if there be any. 

7. This Officer is on no account to quit the Lines of his Corps, but to be ready, at all times, ta 
receive reports, and to proceed to the Lilies whenever his presence may be necessary’. In aU 
cases of fire, not only in his own Lines, but in those of any other Corps, he will iaVartabiy ||iro* 
coed to the spot, and will be ready to afford ali the ussistanee in bbi power, towtffffl tiie prea^K« 
yatioa of pnhtie or private property. ' ''

,hiw, that the AdjnUnt generally conveys to the Corps, tiic verbal and otcatumai Order ol'the 
Cominandiag Officer 

5. AH verbal Orders given tlirouijh the Serjeant Majoe of the Rngiment, are to be obeyed as 
promptly, as if they were i ireuluted id the Kegiiiiniial Ormi RimiL li any Odieer should appro- 
'hlRtd that there was a ni stalie in an Order thus issued, he is to brini!' it under the C immandiug 
Officer’s Of AiijuUnt’s notice, that il may be correi led; but he is not Inin elf to slop its execu- 
ffiwt. On 8ervKe«it may be often neue.tsary to cmivey to the Men, Orders of the giestesl conse- 
quenre Us this manner. 

3 As ihW'Non Commissioned Officer lives in Hie Tillies with the M''a, ho most necessanly he 
sooner uifnrmeil of any iri-egnlanties the* ni.iy romniil, than uiiy other l:,uropeaii in the liegi- 
ment; he should, therefore, he vci y attentive In tneir bel,aviour, jiid partiuuliiriy so to that of 
the Native Coinmissioued .iiid Nmi C(iinniis<.i(irieil Ofhccrs. iind he sbiiiild not fail to report any 
Occurrence that may conie to his mil ice, i uu iilaled to all ct the distiplinc of the Corps. 

4 He witi panide ill Oiiii'ds, and Nuctlial llicy me t.Ie.in, and dressed acrordinp; to Order; af¬ 
ter Guard Mnunting in t!ie III lining, he will attend the Drill, and assist in ils superintendence. 

5 He wHI alsoalteiid Dnii lu the evoniir.;, whenever itO Files, or upvvurils, ut old Sepoys am 
ntDiill. 

6. He vriR instruct the young Nnn-Coraniissioiied Officers in their duty, and take opportuni¬ 
ties of esaraiuinR tlieolder ones, fn ascertain whether they are ai-(]iiamted with theirs. 

7. He will be careful that Men, ordered punisiiineutOi'ill, be nut periuittetl by the Orderly 
HaviMars to evade the older 

8. Ha shonld itiVariablv wear the Uniform furnis’ied by Government; and if permitted to wear 
a Ragfy, it should be perfectly plQin, with a buii„'e on Uio arm or shoulder, similar to that fur 
nisbed by Govoriiiuent. 

8. He IS to be strictly prohibited from receiving presents from the Natives of the Corps, at 
Cbristmu, nr at any olh t il did.iy. 

10. The Sierfeant Major is m ver to be spoLen to, harshly, Viefore the Men , if, after having 
bee* once or tivioe admonished, he should not relurm, ho is no longer lit fur the situation. 


SECTION 8. 


THE QUARTER MASTER SERGEANT 

1. The Quarter Master Serjeant is tn assist the Qii.irter Master, In the rare of the Stores : he 
h to Me that the Parade IS cleared and clean, and the Flags fur Exercise are always ready, and 
pitched according to orders. 

3. He will go through the Uines, once every twi-nty-four hours, and see that the Orders rrs- 
pdeting tliem are duly atteiidt d to . he will, in the first iiistmiee, point out any deviation from 
the Onlers, to the Orderly HaVlid.ir ot the Companv, m which it may occur ; and if not imme. 
diately remedied, he will report it to tne Qiiaiter lUasler. 

3. As this Non Coiiimissioned Officer arts, in some ineasnre, ns Drill .Serjeant, he must take 
an opportunity of performing these duties, at such hours as will not luterfure w'lth his attendance 
•t .Drill. 

4' The Quarter Master will never, tint m oases of the mo.st urgent necessity, employ him during 
Drill hours ; and whenever such necessity occurs, which can be but seldom, it is to be intimated 
to the Adjtttnnt. 

S The Orders respecting dress, laid down for the .Serjeant Major, are equally applicable to 
the Quarter Master Serjeant, as well as the prohibition of the use of harsh language to biin, in 
Ipreseiice of the Men. 


SECTION 9. 


NATIVE COMMISSIONED OFFICERS. 

I. It,is to this t^luss of Officers, that Officers Commanding Companies must look for correct in- 
formatidh, rmpectiug the conduct of the Men in the Lines. 

3. They are so often detached on duty, with small partiesof the Corps, that much of the ef- 
fleiency of the RegiineDt will depend on them. 

3. I^y shonhl be conllneil to the duty of their rank, in the performance of which, they 
•bpuid toCBive the most decided support, and their just authority should be npbolden by the £u- 
r<l|ean 'OAcere. as much as passible. 

♦ » is, hoifever, to be clearly understood by all, that the Native Officers areas much subor- 
* .#n*to«to toe ratropf an Officer Comnianiiiug their Gfptpany, as any Men in it j and that they are 
pasMssedofnodistinctor separate autlinrit,r, which in the sligiitest tkgreCi renders thptB iAttO* 
FMideiit of toe Officer Coinmaiiduig> the Company, 
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6. They should not be prrmitted to iotcrfere witb Men, FMinfc to moke ony complafnt nr 
reference to their European Officers; they may accontpany the Men, but slionid not enter into 
any previous investifruliun ; and it should be fully exfiiained to them, that ally attempt, on their 
psit, to suppress a cuiuplauit, nr prevent a Sepoy from Roin); to bis European Officer, would be 
coosidereil as disobedience of Orders, and dealt with aecurdiriRly. 

0. The privilege of communicating the wishes or request of the Men to the Commanding 
Officer, i« to be confined to matters connected with their religious piejiidices and ceremonies. 

7 The practice of maKing the Mative Officers the medium of i imimiiiilcating the Orders of 
Government to the Men is to be strictly prohibited. Any thing to be enplained to a Company, 
is to be always dune by the Officer Commanding the Company, ubo is the channel ofexplauatioa 
on these occasions. * ■ 

S. All meetings of Native Officers, and their instituting an investication into alledged com* 
plaints, or sending fer and examining Iiidivjiluals, id to be strictly prohibited. Those implicated 
in snch proceedings, are to be brought immediately to the notice of the Commander lu-Cbief. 

I). The N^ve Officers are to suppre.ss all disorderly conduct, and to report to the Offieerd 
of their Compaiues, any discuuteuts or irreguiBritie.s that may come to their knowledge. 


SECTION 10. 


NATIVE OFFICER OF THE DAY. 

1. The Native Officer of the .lav. is to visit the Guards and Hospital of the Regiment, under 
the orders uf the European Officei of the day 

2. He is to gu through the lines ohcc during the day, and about half an hour after Tntio' 
beating, when he will repress all disurderlv cotfilurl, and disperse any assemblies of Men ; taking 
care to repoit piiitinilaily to the European Officer, the most trilling occiirreoce, in any way af 
fectiiig the regularity of the Corps 

3. Should any meeting of Native Olhcers, oi others, for the discussion of matters connect¬ 
ed with their duty as Soldiers, take plaie m, or near (lie Lines, he will report it imniedistel}' to 
the European Officer of ihe day. with such <.iriiiiiiM(.iiu,es connecled with the meeting, as he may 
he able to learn any neglect uf daty oil this head, will be deemed a dis-obedience of Orders, and 
dealt with accordingly. 


SECTION 11. 


I. Non-Commissioned Officers rank according to'the dates of the appoint menta,

neral very heavy on the Naick.s; and this appoiiitmeot would also be the means of discovering 
their fitness for promotion to Ihe permanent rank 

4. Non-Cuminissioned Officers ought to Sliow a good example; to be particulsrly in the per¬ 
formance of every duly , smart and clean in their dress, always recollecting, that upon their 
conduct and soldicr-hke appearain e, m'uch of the credit of the Corps will depend. 

5 When on du^-, they are nut to pcrmitany irregularity, neglect, or deviation from orders 
Whatever 

6. They are to exact, when m the execution of their duty, the promptest obedience from 
inferiors, immediately, roiinniiig, (when alone on Guard or detni heu ) and in other situations, te- 
porting every man who duputfs iheir orders, or who r-plies to them in a disrespectful manner,' 

7 A Non-Cotninissioned Olheer who is found to have 1 onnived at any irregularity, or neg- 
lectofduty, liin never be considered as trust worthy, his furflicr promoiion should, tlierefore, 
be stopped, and such other nolue taken of the neglect, as the nature of the case may seem t«' 
require. 

8. Non Commissioned Olhcers, though not on duty, are to check irregularities and neglects 
Which are prejudicial lo good order .and discipline ; and to be particiHnrly careful not to permit 
any assemblies oi Men, in, ui iieai (he Lines, at iiriscasonahle hours, or for the dheussion of 
tinv points connected with Ihe service, niid should any inegulanty of this description, or dis. 
coiiteiif of any kind, come to then knowledge, they are to report it, without loss of time, to the 
Officer Commanding tlieir Company. 

b In whatever Company or portion of the Corps, the discontent may show itself, on Us 
coming lotlie knowledge of a Noii-Comniissioiied Olheer, he is to report it immediately.* 


* Niiti:.—T he great iiiiniber of Non CummissiiHied Olhcers have great aversion lo making 
those repuiIs, fniin un apprelicnsuin, (hat should llioy fail in proving the facts on which they 
are grounded, they would be punished It should, therefore, be clearly understood, that if there 
appeared suihnent gi minds for the .suspicion of what was reported, that it was not entirety wit^* 
out foiiudation, nor (he etl'ect of malice nr folly , the reporter would be considered to have doite 
bis duty, and to be entitled to coinin^ilaliou. 

In Native Corp.s. frtiia the frequency of detached Commands and Guards, Nop-ContuMistioned 
Officers are oiten remiivi-d ftir weeks, and even months, from all coiitroiil, or from the inspec¬ 
tion of any superior Officer, lu tio servicp, whatever, docs so much depend On this class of 
Officers. 

It is consequently necessary, that iu promotins theili, the claim of seMioiity ffiu>u!14 aot. bi; 
saclusirely attended to. 
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i®. The Hiivildart at the head of Sectidn^, have a vcfy favorable opportunity of cvlr»cing 
tiieirlitneav for furtherndvani'ement ; no M.in, who may be found mdiirereut to liia duty, in thii, 
nr in any other rank} should ever be promoted.

The full Dross, wtien Odlcers attend the Drawing Room at the Government House, at Dalis 
end Assemblies, and on occasions of similar nature. At Levees the Sash is dispensed with, and 
Officers wear their bine or white linen Trowsers (Rccnrdin<; to the season) and Ancie Boots; in 
other respe^ they appear in/^ff Drete. Tliis also (the Dress for Levees) is the proper Dress 
for all oveuijig parties of ceremony, except those mentioned above, at which Officers are expect¬ 
ed to appear ID Full Dress. 

In Full Dress, and when worn at levees or as a Drew of ceremony, toe Coatee is to be hooked 
and the lappels butlnund buck, whi’ii wnm on Parade or other dutie.s with the Sash, it is to to bat- 
toned across the breast. Tlie Uudress Jacket i.s alwajs to he luioked or buttoned, when worn on 
duty: when used as an Undress, on occasions not connected with duty, it may be hooked only at 
the collar. The Gorget is-to be worn as eslatilished by usage. A Waistcoat of white linen, with 
small RegimentuI buttons, may be worn with the Undress Uniform 

The Great Coat may to worn in the cold season, or in wet weather, asconvenienee may dictate. 
It may also be worn at all limes on the line of march, or on out-post duty, with the bash and 
Sword over it. It is not to bo worn on other duties or at parades, unless when ordered. 

The Cloak may be worn in cold or wet weather, as convenience may dictate. Officers who 
may desire to wear a Cloak iii Camp, or when inarclniig, are expected to provide themselves with 
the Hegulation Cloak, as no otherwill he allowed to to worn with Troops. 

The white linen Jacket is only to be worn during the hot weather, when too men are permit¬ 
ted by the proper authority to wear their white dress, and this indulgence is restricted to ordinary 
duties and parades, and to private parties,and not sauctioned on any oi oasioiis of ueremooy, or at 
jtohlic places, where etiquette anil usage require that OITicers should appear in dress.—At tho 
Fresidency Officers are expected to wenr the Undress red-Jacket or blue Oi-eat Coat, and Mili¬ 
tary Cap, whenever they go out for a inoruiiia's'of evening’s ride, but the Jacket or Coat may b» 
made of the lightest cloth, of uainblel, or of silk—In Militaiy Caiilonments, duintg the monltoln 
which Officers are allowed to wear white Uudiess Jackets at then Regunen ta! Parades, ttoy atw 
also permitted to wear them in their morning or evening rid^, or at visits Hot of ceremoity. - ■ 

These RegiRatious are not intended to apply to Officers when engaged in any active eXVtdifle 
fsuch as fives, or criket) or in field sports, hnt with these exceptions it is expeoled that pil;OfSeer 
will appear abroad dressed otherwise than in Uniform For riding or driving in the morningnr 
evening, and for visits not q/ceremoity, the Undress J’acket nr the bine Great Coat, when the 
weather requires it, with the Forage cop, furnish a convenient, and, at the same time, a proper 
Military Dress It is, therefore, expected that round hats and plain clothes, and ail other unau- 
tsurued modes of dress, will to laid aside.

A RTJL15, ORDINANCE, mi REGULATION for the rmkI Orter awl CiTfl OoTemnNit tit 
the Settlement df Port William in Beagal, and ft>r regnlotin!; the number and Fare bf Teeha Vk' 
lankeens and Teeka Bearers, in the Town ofCalcntta, made and passed by the Vice President, te 
Council, of and for the Presidency of Port William in Beni;al,the Eighth day of March, in the 
Year of Our Lord, One Thousand, Eight Hiiodred and Twenty-sereu, and Registered in the 
Supreme Court of Judicature, on the 37th April, IR37. 

. WHEREAS, it is considered just and expedient to Regulate the Number and Parr of Teelc 
Palanfceeni and Teeka Bearers, in the Town of Calcutta, audio place them, in such manner un 
der Control of the Police, as may tend to the gi-eafer convenience of the Public. 

I. Be it, therefore, ordained by the Vice President, in Council, uf and for the Presidency 
and Settlement of Fort William in Bengal, and by virtue of Hie Powers in him vested, by a cer¬ 
tain Act of Pwiiament passed in the Thirteenth Year of the reigo of His Hgiesly King Oeoige

Pourtbly. All pensions of widows are also liable to discontiunaace on their re^ntianiage. 
Butin the event of tlieir being .(gain leit lu a state ol widowhood, wittumt an adequate provision 
lor their support, they maybe agniu admitted to the benefits ofthe fund, under the same provision 
and limitations as ou tlieir oiigiiinl ndmission. 

Fifthly. The pensions to widows, who may be admitted to tbe benefits of tbe fund, are to bs

ofpioperly, whicli would render the allowances from the fund liable to abatement or discan- 
tiouance.' 

Fifthly. The provisions so mode from the fund, for the maintenance and education of femalu 
cbildrcn. ceases on ibeir maina^e, or on their bciujt sctiie.l in any profession m emploj ment, or 
on their atlfiuung the ago of twenty-one years.

With a view to guard against any misapprehension that might be entertained, regarding tluj 
pecuibr object of the General Bengal Military Rank, established by General Orders ef the 2 Jd/ 
December last, the Most Noble the Goveriioi General in Council is pleased to notify, that tw^ 
Bank having been instituted for the purpose of affording otOcers a ready inode of remitting siid 
■mcauinluting poriiuta.s of their allowances, it is not intended that it ahnuld receive large sums of 
money already possessed by individuals, such an extcusion of the concerns of the Bank being 
iRconsistent with the plan and spirit of the Institution. 

Uls Lordship in Cnuntil is farther pleased to announce, that the 5th Clause of the Regula- 
tinnsnf the Military Bank, is equally applicable to Native as to European Regimentsnnd that 
inany ease whore the Native Otlicers and Men of a Regiment, or Battalion, may toriii a Regi-’ 
mental Savings Bank, under the authority of their Goinmanding Oilicer, the same facilities of 
remittance, through the Paymaster of the Division, are to lie afforded to tbe.m, and their aggre¬ 
gate cpinitthnces carried to account in tlie same manner ns those of an European Regiment. 

‘‘ Rdimfiars Mullcmadars are alsd authorised to remit any aum of money not less than Tba 
Sicca Rupees, and without fractious, to the Military Bank in Calcutta, in tbeir own mne, 
throHgb the Officer CoramaoUing their Company.

The considemtions which led to the estahhsbmenl of a scries of Supplementary Laudable 
Societies, were these By the constitution of the original Laudable Sooieiies, (he inajoi pait of 
their funds, instead of being portioned out as the lapses occurred, to the parties entitled to benefit 
thereby, were left to iiccumulate for a series of years at a low rate of Interest, in Government 
Securities. This arrangement was especially inconvenient to those who had recourse to those 
Societies for ettVctiiig Insurance on tlie lives of then debtois, as inmost cases the debts which the 
Insurance were intended to cover, continued to increase at a rate of Interest greatly exceeding 


Uiat, at which the funds of the SociiAy improved. Kxrericnre also proied, that notwithstanding 
tbesciileol theoiigiuni, Laudable Societies had been so far enlarged as to admit of (he subset iption 
fbr ten shares on 11 single hie, the augmentation was not in all instances sutficient for the pur¬ 
poses of the public, nor coiniuensurate with a general and daily increasing extension of Money 
transactions 

The leading principles of the Supplementary Laudable Sneielies may be thus briefly eniime 
rated The duraiioii of eaeh Supplementary Society was formerly for one year only, at the end 
of which tune the funds of the Institution were divided among the holders of Shaics on lapsed 
lives —The. Directors have,however, deemed it expedient to extend the duration of the Supplcinen- 
tary Societies to three years, and at the terraiiialion of the .Society, the balance of the funds are to 
be divided as heretofore, with such reservation, and according to such rules as may be in fiiree for 
the time being.—The holders of Shares on surviving lives bare the option of transfenng the same 
to a new Society of similar daration. without renewed warranty of health 

As the Twelfth Supplementary Laudable Society will expire on the 30th June, it is intended 
to establish a Tbirteenlh, which will cmriinence an the 1st Proximo, and will be regulated by the 
following Scheme of Rules. 

in the early Suppleinentary Laudable Societies, Sa. Rs 10,000 was fixed on ns the maximum 
to be received ftom the funds by the holder of a Slinre on a lapsed life The surplus funds were 
directed to be appropriated undei certain provisions lo the ensuing Society, and the holders of 
Shares in preceding Societies, whose dividends had not equalled the sum of Sa Rs. 10,000. This 
itsm in the Thirteenth Supplementary Laudable Society is still continued as a maximum of diri 
Oend receivable on a Share held on a lapsed life. but the surplus funds are to he exclusively ap¬ 
propriated to the eimiimg Society. 

When the sura of Sa. Hs, I a,000 was fixed as the maximum of dividend to be received on one 
SRmre, the Interest of Money was high. That sum was tbeu proportionate to the acnle of Premia, 
an^id ks selection justified by expeiienre In later years, owing to the depreciation o( money, (he 
funds of wpUB of the Supplementary Societies have yielde.d BO high a dividend as Sa Rs. 10,000 
on a StMto o4p lapsed life. Judging from tlie results of late years, Sa. Rs. 8,000 may lie assainod 
as t^.^MbaWe amount, which, (indudiiigthe regulated advance,) will be forthcoming tothe holder 
odM^'Shpre. These observations liave been thought prope-r, (or the purpose of chvckiug taiia-

The following Regulatioiuhaving been adopted by the Governor General, in Cowneil, under 
4be authwity and direction of the Honorable Court of Directors, they are now published tor 
general iiitormalion. 

2d. The Governor Gennral, in Council, has been plenaed to authorize the Accountant Gene- 
ftai and the Sub-Treasiirer, tor the time being, to act under the responsjhilitv of (he Honorable 
Company, as A gentslhfor the purposes hereinafter mentioned, hf the pubtio creditors of this Go¬ 
vernment, whether residing in Europe or elsewhere. 


3d The Oifleers gbovementiuned orp authorized to receive charge of, and to grant receipti 
ip duplicate for, any ObJigatiou or Loon Acknowledgments of this jGovertimeul, which tlie 
Proprietor may wish to neposit with them —No Note islo be received in deposit, which shall not 
Appear to bb made opt jin the iinine of, or be regularly endorsed to, the person depositing, it.—Per¬ 
sons desiring to deposit their Government Securities shall make llieir npplicntion to the Account, 
unt General an.l Sub-Treasmer, in tbe toi'in hereunto subjoined. No. I, and the Receipt of those 
Officers will be given in tbe form. No. 1. 


4tb. The OlBeers abovementioned will receive the Interest on any Government Pappp

FORT WILLIAM, FINANCIAL UKPAHTHENT, THE 7tH OCT 1833. 

The Rii^ht Honorable the Governor General in Coiinril, directs that the follOwiDK Rules of 
« SavinE's Bunk, establiRhed in Calcutta under the guarantee and responsibility of Government, 
tie published fur general inlornialioii: 

1— The Bank, to lie uennmiuuted “ the Government Saving’s Bank.” 

2— All classes, British and Native, limy invest their Savings in the Government Saving’s 
Bank, 

3.—The return of the exact sum deposited, together with the interest due thereon at the un- 
dermenliuned rate, is secured to the Depositor under guarantee of the Supreme Government. 

4 ~The general direction and control of the Bank shall be vested in a Committee of Ma¬ 
nagement, coiisisimg of Covenanled Civil and Military Othcers uf the Government, and other 
persons, to be nominated by the-Governor General in Cuuiiril The Committee shall meet at 
Rucli slated periods as may be necessary for the due and elRcient control of the Proceedings of 
the Bank. 

b—TheGovernment Agentsare charged with theimmediate superintendence and execution 
of all details connected with the Bank They will also be Ex Offlcio viembers of the Committee 
of Maiiagemeut 'I'lie Third Government Agent will be £x-Ofllcio Secretary to the Bank 

6.—A Register of Deposits will be kept, and generally such other accounts as may be deter¬ 
mined on, aud oppioved of, by the Managing Committee. 

7 —^Aiiy sum not less than One Rupee will be received in Deposit. 

8 —Whenever the sum deposited by any one individual shall amount to 600 Rupees, the same 
will be. transterred from the Bank and siihscribcd on account of tho Depositor to the Four per 
Gent Goverunieiit Imari, iiniil furliier notice, unless an intiinalmn of its withdrawal, or the with¬ 
drawal ot u portion uf it be given by tl8i Depositor vvithin one nioiitli alter it has reached that 
amount. 

0 —Interest at 4 per Cent, tier annum will be allowed on Deposits until farther notice. 

10. —Interest will be calcnlateil on a Depu-sil from the Orst day of the month succeeding that, 
in which it shall he received, mid up (o the last day of the nioidh preceding dial, iii whuh It shall 
Be withdrawn No liiteiesl will be allowed tor broken periods of a month, nor ualculuied un 
iractioual ports of a Ltiipee. 

11. —The Government reserves to itself the power of lowering or raising the rate of Interest, 
Ntirh alteratiuli nut to ettect Depusils above 600 Rupees prcMimsIv invested iii Public Securities, 
tind due until e to lie given in the C/i/cHtta Gazette of tho uitciitiua of Cuvcriimeiit six months 
before the alteration shall take etfect 

12 —All Deposits will be regularlv entered in a Book at the time tliey are made, and the 
Depositor of the Deposit made at the Presidency, will he furnished with n small Book having a 
duplicate of the entry This book is to be brought to the Bank whenever any sum is deposited 
or willidrawn. The accuaut thug kept will tie closed on the 30th Ajiril of every' year, and the 
baliinee uf interest due at tliiit period will be paid to the Depositor, iir curried to account, tli('iii.e- 
forward tti arrnmulate at cuniponnd yearly interest, until it shall amuiiiit to 600 Rupees, when 
the same will be transferred from the arcouiits of the Bank, ntnl subscribed on nceounl of llie De¬ 
positor to the Government 4 per Cent. Loan as per Rule 8, unless iiotue ol withdrawal be given 
xrithiu one muntli as above, or unless the rate of interest be alteied as provided lor m Rule II 

13, —No person or persons to deposit money, in Trust, for any other person or persons, provid • 
ed, however, that this rule shall not be loiistrucd to prohibit imliviiluals resident out ol Ciileutta, 
who cannot attend persnn.illy, from making their Depusils by any other resimnsible poison, or 
parents I'ruin making Deposits on behalf and on accoiint uf their rhildren, or females, who mi urd- 
iiig to the manners and customs of the Country do not usually make their appeuraiite lu public, 
irom making such Deposits by tlie hands of other persons. 

14. —No sum deposited to be transferable excepting on the personal application of the Depo" 
sitor, suppoited by writlen siinctioii.—When peculiar ciiriirostauees reiidui a deviiilii)ii from this 
rule necessary, the case shall be submitted to tbe Committee of Management lor their sanction. 

15 —No person will be allowed to Deposit any money without making known his or her name 
together with his or her profession, Imsiiiess, occupation, calling, and resident e. A duplicate of 
this tiesc nption will be entered in each Depoutof’s Bwk, to be produced wbeBcyer imy sum is 
afterward* teposited or wiUidrawu. ^ 
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16 —Depositors will h« at liberty at any time to withdraw any sams or portions of sums depo¬ 
sited by lliein, rccni iiik interest cakuiated up to the end of the iiiontb preceiitug that, iii whu.ll 
the withdrawal is made 

17 —\s a general role. Deposits, with the interests due thereon, will be repaid to the Depo¬ 
sitors personniiv in all iirnrlicable cases. In the case of individii.ils unable to attend in person, 
the ttecretiirv will f^xuriise his disrietion in regard tu re p.ivnieiit of Deposits tu reqionsibte per¬ 
sons duly aiilhonr.ed by such absentees to receive the same. 

18—Military OHicers and Soldiers, European and Nnliie, will he allowed to invest their 
Savinfrs in the Governmeiit Saving's Bimk, tliiougli the Payiimsfeia "f Corps or Divisions , and! 
Paymasters are Iieieby niithoiued to receive Subscriplions lo the luink, or to deUnct monthly 
from their Abstracts, such sums as the parties within their circle of 'i.ivriienl may be desirous of 
depositing, not being less than One Rupee, nor more than Five Hon lieil Rupees 

19 —The Deposits referred to, in the preceding Rule, are lo he bruiighi to Hie credit of Sub. 
scrdiers on the lust day Vfthe riiuiilh, in which the piiviiieiit or deductinu is iiiiide , and Rules 16 
and 17, lespcrling the w ilhdiawal of Deposits, by pai lies siibscriliini! tlirougti I'liyinaslers, will ho 
carried into ettect uiidor iiislriictiuus, winch will be furnished to (he Paymaslei'sby the Account- 
ant to the .Military Department. 

20 —In case of (he death nfa Depositor, the sura at bi.s credit will be paid to his or her Exe¬ 
cutor, or Assii’ns oriti I,ISO oi no Will, according to the Jaw on (his head, or (be Regulations of 
the (Servile, if the deceased be Mililaiy. 

21 —In case of any difl'eretice between the Secretary of the Bank and any Depositor, it shall 
be relencd for the decision of the Cuitiiinltee of Management. 

22 —A General Slalement of the Funds of the Bank shall bo annually made out to the 8fl(hi 
April, alter the 1st May Tlie saniu to be submitted for the information of Ooverumeiit and pub¬ 
lished 111 the Caknlta Gazelle. 

23 —The Bank tola-oji'-n daily, Sundays and Holidays excepted, amt all balance above Fivo 
Hundred Rupees, to be paid over at the close of each driy's Proceediiigs by tho Secretary into tho 
General Treasury, where an account with the Bank will be opened and kept.
